Pittsburg, February 12.—The results of 
‘Wednesday night's terrible fire and subse- 
quent explosions on Pike street continue 
to grow in all of their harrowing detaiss. 
| At 10 o'clock tonight eighteen bodies had 
been removed from the ruins, nearly all of 
} which were found in ill-fated Mulberry al- 
- ley. This morning no less than six bodies 
were found and at 1:30 another was dis- 
covered, all of which were more or less mu- 
tilated by the contact with flying timbers 
and bricks.

In the Assocfated Press dispatches vester- 
day thirty-eight persons were reported 
missing. Of these four have been accounted 
for and three added to the list of the dead, 
leaving thirty-one still unheard of. To this 
have been added the following missing, re- 
ported since yesterday. 

James Gibson, aged thirty-four; John 
. Hunter, aged thirty-five; Charles Dauer, 
end Robert McCabe, aged seventeen. This 
swells the list of missing to thirty-five. 

The impression is strong that many of 
the missing have met their death under the 
walls. 

A conference of the city officials was 
held today in the office of Mayor Ford, the 
result of which was that the city has as- 
sumed the responsibility of taking full 
charge of the work of searching the ruins 
of the fire for those dead bodies that are 
supposed to be yet buried beneath the huge 
pile of debris, and will prosecute the work 
without cessation until the ruins have been 
thoroughly turned over and explored. 

With the exception of Lieutenant Rosa- 
mond, of No. 2 engine company, whose legs 
were amputated, all of the patients at the 
Homeopathic hospital injured in the fire are 
getting along well and will recover. Rosa- 
mond’s condition is critical and he may die. 

Eight of the victims were buried today 
and the interment of the others will take 
place .tomorrow. 

The origin of the fire is still a mystery, 
but Fire Marshal McFadden Is of the opin- 
fon that it was caused by spontaneous 
combustion. —__ 
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BOSTON REMEMBERS LINCOLN. 


General Tracy Advocates Hawaiian 
Annexation at a Banquet. 

Boston, February 12.—The anniversary of 
the birthday of Abraham Lincoln was ob- 
served in this eity and vicinity. Members 
of the Middlesex Club celebrated Lincoln 
night at the Brunswick tonight. About 
150 persons were rresent. 

There was a distinguished list of speak- 
ers from other states, Governor Hastings 
being present from Pennsylvania, and Gen- 
eral B. F.. Tracy from New York. The 
distinguished guests were all accorded en- 
thusiastic receptions and their speeches 
were of a high order. 

The first speaker was Governor Hastings, 
who was followed by General B. F. Tracy. 
General Tracy spoke of the great growth 
of an acquisition of territory by the Unit- 
ed States since the declaration of indec- 
pendence, and said: 

“But there is a class of people who now 
eay that this pclicy of acquisition by which 
we nave grown great and powerful should 
ceese; that the nation is large enough, and 
that the annexation of the Hawaiian is]- 
ends even with their own consent and 
with the consent of the whole world, would

“Again, consider the present situation in 
Cuba. Here is one of the richest and most 
fertile lands in the wotld lying at our 
very door, the key to the Caribbean sea, 
the Gulf of Mexico and the Isthmus of 
Panama. We long since proclaimed to the 
world that no nation other than Spain 
should be permitted to obtain control of 
Cuba. For three years its people have been 
engaged in a struggle to achieve their in- 
dependence. The story of their sufferings 
has shocked humanity, but in spite of our 
deep interest in the prosperity of Cuba, 
and our sympathy for its struggling patri- 
Ots, we have adhered faithfully to our in- 
ternational obl'gations and have vigor- 
ously abstained from intervention.

‘There is one other measure of vital 
moment to the future prosperity and safety 
of this nation which should be undertaken 
before the close of the present century, and 
that Is the construction of the Nicaraguan 
canal. The vast consequences to this na- 
tion that hang upon its successful accom- 
plishment cannot be over-estimaied. The 
canal should be built and controlled by 
the T'nitead States alone. The annexation 
of the Hawaiian islands and the beginning 
of the Nicaraguan canal should crown our 
achievements in the present century.’’

THE SCENE WAS ONE FULL OF INTEREST 


American Liner Reaches New York 
with All the People of a 
Wrecked Boatr 


New York, February 12.—The American 
line steamer St. Louis, Captain Rabdle, 
which arrived today from Southampton, 
reports the loss at sea of the Holland- 
America line steamer Veendam, Captain 
Stenger, from Rotterdam for New York. 

The passengers and crew of the Veendam 
were saved by the St. Louis. The first- 
class passengers were: 


Mary BW. Alinger, United States; B. B. 
Kapteier, Hollau.d; Victor Gallowitz, Hun- 
gary; Mrs. Victor Galloditz, Hungary. 

The second-class passengers were: 

Gerard Kromsel, Holland; Bertha yon 
Fekete, Hungary; Frank Lipman, United 
States; Fannie Colub, United States; Wil- 
heim Ruling, Germany. 


At quarantine Captain Stenger, 
Veendam, reported as follows: 


“The Veendam left Rotterdam February 
3d. with a general cargo, nine cabin, 118 
steerage passengers and eighty-five crew, 
bound for New York. Had strong north- 
west gales and high west and northwest 
seas. February 6tn at 6:17 p. m., ship’s 
thme, being in latitude 49.35 north, longitude 
20.01 west, the steamer struck a submerged 
wreck or wreckage which probably tore 
a hole in the ship’s bottom and broke her 
prapeller shaft. We found that our ship 
was making considerable water. We im- 
mediately set all pumps tto work, but not- 
withstanding this the water gained on us, 
In the meantime all our boats Were made 
ready in order, if necessary, to leave the 
ship at a moment’s notice, because she 
was now sinking rapidly by the stern. 

“At 1:30 a. m. we observed the masthead 
lights of a large steamer bearing about 
east by south from us. We made stgnails 
of distress, on which the vessel bore down 
on us. We then decided for the safety of 
tne passengers and crew to abandon the 
ship. 

“The vessel proved to be the St. Louis, of 
the American line, bound from Southamp- 
ton for New York. We hailed her and re- 
ported that our ship was sinking and that 
we wished to be taken off. At 1:43 a. m. 
We commenced to transfer our passengers 
and crew, using three boats of the St. Louis 
and one of ours. Our men were kept at 
the pumps. 


Every One Transferred. 


“At 4:33 o’clock Monday morning every- 
body had been transferred to the St. Louis. 
When the last boat left the Veendam was 
laboring very heavily and sinking rapidly 
by the stérn. The transfer of the pas- 
sengers and crew took, notwithstanding 
the great difficulties and high seas running, 
three hours and ten minutes and was ac- 
complisned without the slightest accident. 

“As the wreck was a dangerous obstruc- 
tion to navigation, we decided to set her on 
fire, which wae done.”’ 

The captain of the St. Louis reports as 
follows: 

‘The St. 
ruary Sth at 2:25 a. m, 
cabin and 263 steerage passengers, She ex- 
perienced west and northwest wi and 
heavy seas until the morning of the 17th, 
when at 1:22 a. m. she sighted a steamer 
bearing west half south, seven miles dis- 
tant, sending up distress rockets. The 8t. 
Louis bore down and estopped near her at 
1:53 a. m. The captain reported her to he 
the steamer Veendam, of the Holland- 
American line, from Rotterdam for New 
York, in a sinking condition. The captain 
asked to be taken off, as the Veendam wes 
okie rapidly. We immediately respond- 
ed t0 his wishes by sending three of our 
lifeboats, the first in charge of Mr. Seagrave 
of the St. Louis, the second in charge of 
Mr. Beckwith, senior second officer, which 
made two trips, and the third in charge of 
Mr. Campbell, extra second officer. which 
made two trips, the Veendam using one of 
her boats.”’ 


The St. Louls was very slow in making 
the dock owing to the dense fog today. A 
crowd awaited her arrival. When at noon 
the American liner was finally moored 
Thomas B. Seagrave, first officer of the 
St. Louis, who commanded the first boat 
that was lowered and who, according to 
all accounts, is the real hero of the rescue, 
told a modest story of the occurrence. He 
said: 


Head Officer Tells His Story. 


“It was shortly after 1 o’clock Monday 
morning last that the officers on board the 
St. Louis first noticed the signals of dis- 
tress. The rockets were being fired about 
five miles to the starboard of us. Orders 
were at once given and the St.Louis 
promptly changed her course. 

‘As soon as we got close enough to the 
ill-fated vessel signals were run up that 
the vessel: was in sore distress. 

“A high rolling sea was running at the 
time. Our captain ordered the lifeboats 
manned and the work of rescue began. I 
was given command of the first boat lower- 
ed. We were then lying off about a quarter 
of a mile from the Veendam. As our life- 
boats drew nearer we could Plainly hear 
the cries of distress from the frightened 
passenge®&. AS s00n as we got close by

“The first to be taken from the Veendam 
was a six-months-old baby. Following this 
about twenty more children were lowered 
into our boats. As soon as thjs was cone 
we pushed off and made back to the &t. 
Louls, where the youngsters were taken on

“The Veendam was laborin in a hea 
sea and the work of rescue wan difficule. 
The passengers were lowered from the 
ship’s side by means of life Slings. The 
excitement on board the Veendam was in- 
tense. After all the children had been 
taken from the Veendam the women were 
transferred to the life boats. Next came 
the men, and last of all the ship’s crew. 
Many of the women were so overcone that 
they had to be picked up and dropped over- 
board into the arms of the life boat crew. 
Captain Stenger behaved like a hero. 

The second boat to be lowered from 
the St. Louis was commanded by George 
Beckwith, senior second officer. No soon- 
er had this boat settled into the sea than 
an immense swell smashed it acainst the 
ship’s side and crushed it. Another baat 
was lowered and into this Beckwith and 
his crew were transferred. This boat 
took eighteen women from the: Veen-lam.

The captain, 
officers and crew of the Veendam sailed 
for Rotterdam on the Spaarndam this af- 
ternoon. 

The passengers of the St. Louts passed 
resolutions commending the gallant ser- 
vice and splendid seamanship displayed by 
the officers and crew of the St. Louls in 
the rescue of the Veendam’s passengers 
and crew, 

The Veendam was formerly the White 
Star steamer Baltic. She was built at Bel- 
fast, Ireland, by Harland & Wolff in 1876. 
She was a four-masted barkentine-rigged 
screw steamer. She registered 4.086 gross 
and 2,767 net tons, and was 418 feet long, 
41 feet beam and Zi feet deep. 

Captain Stenger, who was In command 
of the Veendam, has an excellent record, 
and {ts comparatively a young man. In 
January, 1894, while in command of the Am- 
sterdam, Captain Stenger lost his first offi- 
cer and six seamen, who put off ina small 
boat during terrific weather to attempt to 
rescue the crew of the American schooner 
Mary Wells, which was in a sinking con- 
dition. Captain Stenger made further ef- 
forts to rescue the crew of the Mary Wells 
and is now in possession of a handsome 
gold watch presented to him by President 
Cleveland on behalf of the American peo- 
ple for his gallant action on that occa- 
sion. 


CLEVELAND HAS A BIG FIRE. 


Building and Contents Valued at 

$375,000 Destroyed. 

Cleveland, O., February 12.—Tbe large 
Hoyt building on the northwest corner of 
St. Clair and Bank streets, owned by the 
Hoyt estate and occupied principally by 
manufacturers of clothing, wholesale hat- 
ters and furriers, caught fire early this 
morning and was practically destroyed 
with contents. 

The fire originated in the rear of the 
building and was caused by an explosion 
of gasoline. It spread rapidly and upon 
the arrival of the fire department it was 
evident that the structure could not be 
saved. 

A terrific explosion rent the fourth floor 
wall to pieces soon after the fire started. 
Then the flames started with renewed force 
and raged with unabated fury until ex- 
tinguished. The loss is estimated at $375,- 
000. which is pretty well covered by insur- 
ance. The building cost $100,000, 

The following are the estimates of losses: 

Buckeye Woolen Company, $160,000, fully 
insured: Hexter & Wertheim, $75,000, cov- 
ered by insurance; S. M. Hexter & Co., 
$75.000, ‘fully covered by insur-

ance $8,000; S. C. Long & Co., loss $25,000, 
insured; Rosenblatt Bros., loss $3,000: D. 
Moskowitz, $1.00: Frank Randall, $1.000; 
M. J. Boker, $1,000; Hoyt estate, on build- 
ing, $30,000; Liebenthal & Bloch, loss un- 
known, but it is believed will reach $30,000 
to $40,000, covered by insurance.

New Orleans, February 12.—The suffrage 
committee of the constitutional convention 
got down to work today after being fully 
organized and will on Monday commence 
consideration of the various bills already 
presented. 

Hearings wit be given to the authors 
of these measures and members of the 
convention will be invited to express their 
views. It was decided, however, that there 
should be no discussion of the question 
on the floor of the convention until the 
report of the committee on ordinance has 
been presented, which it is thought will 
be by Monday week. 

The committee embraces some of the 
strongest men in the body and it is antici- 
pated the preparation they submit will ul- 
timately prevail after some discussion. 

It is not yet disclosed on what lines the 
suffrage will be reformed, but the general 
idea is that it will involve what demo- 
crats consider the best features of both 
the Mississippi and South Carolina consti- 
tutions with some amendments of its 
own. Today a variety of bills of state in- 
terest were introduced.

THE AGRARIANS WILL BE SUPPORTED 


Kaiser’s Utterances a Few Years Ago 
Are Quoted Against His Pres- 
ent Position. 


Berlin, February 12—The proceedings in 
the reichstag and diet this week were un- 
usually interesting. There was a number 
of significant declarations from the minis- 
ters and members of the reichstag. 

The maiden speeches of Baron von Bue- 
low, minister for foreign affairs, have been 
approved by almost the entire press and 
the impression prevails in parliamentary 
circles that a vigorous foreign policy, pat- 
terned after Prince Bismarck, will mark 
Baron von Buelow’s regime, practically 
as the emperor hag expressed entire ap- 
proval of his methods. 

While Baron von Buelow’s references to 
Kiao Chou were enthusiastically received 
by even the leftists, a passage referring 
to Crete was the important. He practi- 
cally announced that Germany would not 
support Russia in any further compulsory 
measures in Turkey. 

The utterances of Count Posadowsky, 
minister for the interior, establish that the 
government is fully determined to support 
the agrarian demands much more strongly 
than heretofore. Count von Kanitz, the 
extremist leader of the agrarians, pro- 
claimed this fact amidst the plaudits of 
the agrarians and rightists. 

Herr Richter, the radical leader, in an 
intensely aggressive speech said this frsnk- 
ness was an advantage, as it enabled the 
people to plainly see the extent and Lold- 
ness of the schemes. ? 

Herr Bebel and other socialists severely 
scored the government for promising its 
powerful aid in systematically raising the 
price of cereals in order to enrich a small 
number of big land owners. 

The Vorwaerts, in a scathing article 
headed “Broad Usury,” takes the govern- 
ment and the emperor to task for “now 
spitting upon the same commercial 
treaties they thought the height of wisdom 
a few years ago.” 

Emperor’s Statements Contrasted. 

The emperor’s statement in 1895 that he 
could not help to make the poor man’s 
bread dearer, as it would ba equivalent to 
the worst kind of usury, is quoted and 
contrasted with his present attitude. 

Count von Kanitz also declared in the 
reichstag that it was not contradictive 
tnat there was “not the slightest chance 
of Germany agreeing to a treaty with the 
United States on the basis of the prevail- 
ing Dingley tariff and the ridiculous reci- 
procity clauses.’’ 

The importation of Chinese coolies was 
also touched upon in the reichstag. It was 
affirmed and denied that the importation 
of coolies on a large scale had deen in- 
augurated by land owners of east Germany. 
It is learned that several large syndicates 
have already been formed for their whoie- 
sale importations. One syndicate com- 
posed of land owners of east Prussia has 
contracted for 1,200 Shan Tung coolies, 

Letters received from Kiao Chou show 
that things are not so peaceful there as the 
government professes. Thé Germans have 
sent several expeditions into the interior 
to punish the natives for outrages upon 
sentinels at outlying points, and there nave 
been several encounters. In one case, two 
Chinese officers and a number of their fol- 
lowers were killed, and a village has been 
destroyed and camp broken up. The Ger- 
mans sleep on their arms, and fear a sud- 
den attack. 

Throughout the week there have been 
great snow fulls and inundations in parts 
of the Sudeten mountains, which suffered 
so severely from floods last summer. If 
the weather continues, another big ca‘tas- 
trophe is expected. 

Kaiser Creates Sensation. 

The emperor on Thursday was present 
at the parade of the Fifth regiment of 
gvards at Spandau before their new eclonel, 
the Russian Grand Duke Constantine, and 
his majesty created a sensation by walking 
up to his guest with his drawn saber and 
saluting, while saying in a ringing voice: 

“Always friends with our dear neighbor 
and co-laborer, Russia, I hope.”’ 

At the luncheun afterwards at the of- 
ficers’ mess, the emperor drank to the 
health of the grand duke, saying: 

“To a future comradeship in arms.’’ 

The Grand Duke Constantine did not re 
spond ard hardly touched his glass with 
his lips. \ 

The North German-Lloyd Steamship 
Company and the Hamburg-American 
Steamship Company have jointly ordered at 
German yards four steamers for the far 
east traffic, to cost 22,000,600 marks. 

The American acftTess, Miss Minnie Cass, 
who has been playing at the Central thea- 
ter, has suddenly disappeared and her 
whereabouts is a mystery. The police have 
been appealed to, but have been unable to 
trace her. 

Sculptor Loehr, of Chicago, gave an ex- 
hibition of his recent work this week, 
which was visited by the emperor, the ex- 
empress, Mr. White, the American am- 
bassador, and others. The former empress 
ordered a bust. 

Herbert D. Squires, formerly second sec- 
retary of the United States embassy here, 
and family, sailed for Pekin on Wednesday 
from Genoa. Mr. Squires is going to China 
to assume the post of secretary of the 
United States legation at Pekin.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., February 12.—Mike 
Krupa, a Crystal Bridge man, was the first 
witness in the Lattimer shooting case to- 
day. He said he joined the strikers at 
West Hazleton with a number of his 
friends. 

“I was in the front rank at Lattimer,” 
the witness said, “and I stopped with the 
others when the sheriff oréered us to do 
60, to hear what he had to say. The other 
men pushed us on past the sheriff and then 
the firing commenced. I ran with the oth- 
ers. Two men near me fell wounded.” 

The second witness today was Anthony 
Gayne. He said white he was at West 
Hazleton one of the deputies seized him by 
the coat sleeve, tore it and hustled him 
around, frightening him so badly that he 
did not go to Lattimer. 

Miss Mary Kohler said that she saw the 
strikers arrive at’ Lattimer and that they 
were quiet and orderly. 

On cross-examination the witness admit- 
ted that the people of Lattimer ‘seemed 
frightened when they heard that the 
strikers were coming and that she knew of 
several who had fled to the mountains. 

John Pattigka said that he saw some dep- 
uties coming out of a Hazleton hardware 
store with guns.

Captain White, who, by the way, is mak- 
ing an ideal auditor, this afternoon handed 
to the governor the introductory to his 
detailed report. It, in a general way, covers 
the condition of the several departments 
involved. It indicates that the report will 
make a most satisfactory showing for the 
administration's first year at the helm of 
state. 

The auditor’s report shows, to begin with, 
that there was a deficit in the state treas- 
ury at the beginning of the present fiscal 
year of $352,833.57. 

It contains a table which shows the valu- 
ation of all property returned to the state 
for taxes each year during the past twenty- 
two years. Last yesr’s assessment Is shown 
to have been $251,390,1H.57. This exceeds tne 
assessment for any of fhe twenty-two 
years, except'ng for the four years of the 
boom in north Alatarma—1s90-91-92-93. The 
rssessment for 1896 emounted to $242,341,- 
466.21. It will therefore be seen that Govern- 
or Johnston cnd Auditor White have con- 
trived through tax agents to increase the 
assessments in the state by $9,048,338.36 jn 
one year. This ircrease will yield a revenue 
to the state of over $50,000. Of this increase 
about $1,800,000 is from taxes of previous 
years, assessed as escapes. As fifteen coun- 
ties in the state show a Ccecrease of over 
$2,000,000 in values the other fifty-one coun- 
ties in the state give an increase of vver 
$10,000,000. This speaks volumes for the tax 
assessors of these fifty-ore counties. Of 
these fifty-one counties, twenty-five show 
gains of over $100,000. Montgomery leads 
with an increase of $1,‘74,7?& Mobile next 
with an increase of $1,184,627. Of the losing 
counties there are only three that show 
losses of over $100,000—Jefferzon with a ioss 
of $1,292,584, Butler with a loss of $294,S72 and 
Wilcox with a loss of $114,096.

There was an increase in 
the applications allowed in 1897 over 1896 
of soldiers 59, of widows 856, and blind 
soldiers thirteen, a total of 1,44: hence 
the falling off in amounts received by 
each. 

This statement shows the number of? 
pensioners in each county, also the amount 
contributed to the fund, and the amount 
received from it in pensions. Only twenty- 
eight counties in the state paid into the 
fund as much as they drew out. while 
thirty-eight counties received more than 
they contributed. Jefferson county paid in 
to this fund the largest amount of any in 
the state, it being $15,243.86. It also drew 
from it more than anv other county, being 
$5.059.20, leaving $10,184.46 to be given the 
seldiers of other counties. The county of 
Winston's contribution was the smallest, 
being $253.67, for which its soldiers re- 
ceived in penstons the sum of $1,808.46, be- 
ine $1.554.79 more than it contributed. Its 
receipts from the pension fund were more 
than the whole amount of state and estate 
special tax (or soldier tax), that the county 
paid into the state treasury, after deducting 
the taxes paid by the railroad that runs 
throughit. The anéitor thinks the laudable 
efforts of the state to provide for its former 
defenders are being abused, and urges the 
county boards of examiners to be more 
cautious in their awards.

the murder of her husband. 

In ‘company with Deputy Sheriff Smith 
ehe left Macon this afternoon at 3 o'clock 
on the Macon, Dublin and Savannah train 
for Jeffersonville. 

Mrs. Nobles reached Jeffersonville safely 
at half-past 4 o’clock and was taken imme- 
diately to the where Judge 
Smith was in waitirge, having come in pri- 
vate conveyaice from Bullards for the pur- 
tice of passing sentence on her. 

There was a large audience of spectators 
present. Judge Smith sentenced Mrs. 
bles to hang on March 25th. He asked her 
if she had arything to say why sentence 
of death should not be passed upon her. 
Fhe said nothing and appeared to treat the 
matter indifferently. 

Judge Smith advised her to prepare for 
death and said ministerial offices would be 
tendered her. Mr. Marion Harris, Mrs. No- 
bles’s faithful attorney, was present when 
his cHent was sencenced to death and he 
thanked the people of Twiggs for their 
leniency in Mrs. Noble's case and ce 
meidec their recpect for the law and gen- 
€ral conservatism. Mr. Harris returned 
Macon toxight and will at once commenco 
renewed efforts to save the life of Mrs. 
Nobles. 

Sheriff Jones did not go on the train, but 
he went in his buggy throvgh the country. 
He left Mucon ahead of the train. It was 
thought here that he did this as a precau- 
tionary measure, but his exact purpose is 
not known. Perhaps, it was his intention 
to meet the train a short distance out of 
Jeffersonville and take Mrs. Nobies in 
his buggy to the Jeffersonviile jail. 

The sheriff was asked if he apprehended 
that any attempt would be made to Iynch 
Mrs. Nobles and he said he did not. There 
have been intimations that Mrs. Nobles 
might be lynched when she was taken to 
Jeffersonville to be resentenced, but the 
sheriff did not seem to share in this im- 
pression. It is expected that Mrs. Nobles 
will be brought back to Macon tomorrow 
morning and replaced in Bibb jail to

‘That Pension Craze.’’ 

The negro Kaigler continues to hold 
largely attended meetings of negroes in 
this city and county, at which he tells all 
the ex-slaves he is engaged in the great 
work of getting up a memorial to congress 
to pass a bill to pensijon all ex-slaves. The 
majority of the more intelligent class of 
negroes denounce Kaigler. As an evidence 
of the feeling against him, the following 
extract from an editorial in The Macon 
Appeal, a negro newspaper, is published, 
the heading of the editorial being ‘That 
Pension Craze:’’ 

“To see hundreds, nay thousands of poor 
ignorant colored people flocking to ‘the al- 
most nightly meetings held by one Kaigler 
and twod or three Baptist preachers who 
claim to be in position to get pension money 
for the ex-slaves, is a spectacle calling for 
both pity and cordemnation om every 
intelligent eftizen in Macon, the Central 
City of the Empire State of the South, The 
story may seem incredible, considering the 
fact that the negroes have made vast in- 
tellectual advancegent since the war, but 
it is nevertheless true. This man Kaigler 
has by the sanction of one or two Baptist 
preachers, succeeded in deceiving some five 
or six thousand colored people into the 
feclish belief that it is highly probable 
that they can get a pension for services 
rendered befcore the war.

GAFFORD’S FIGHT FOR LIFE 


Court Refuses Motion for a New Trial 
of the Case. 


SAYS THAT THE ACCUSED MAN MUST DIE 


Thrilling Scenes Close the Trial of the 
Celebrated Alabama Mur- 
der Case. 


———, 


Greenville, Ala., February 12.—(Special.)— 
John A. Gafford, the convicted murderer 
of Bartow Lloyd, was sentenced to die here 


today. 

A sensational feature to the last scene 
in the celebrated case was the making of 
an affidavit by Mrs. Miller, Gafford’s sis- 
ter, confessing to have had questionable re- 
lations with Lloyd, thus hoping to justify 
her brother’s crime in the hope to save 
him by sacrificing her own good name. 

Upon this a motion for a new trial was 
made, but refused by the court. An appeal 
will be made to the refusal. 

Mrs. Miller’s affidavit is as fokows: 

“State of Alabama, Butler County—Before 
me, >. b, tuwing, a notary pubiic in and tor 
Bald slate and country, personally appear- 
ed Jirs, Kate Miller, who, being duly sworn 
aeposes aNd Says tnat Sne is the sister of 
the agetendant in the case of the State ver- 
sus John A, Gattord, in the circuit court of 
aid Butier county; that sne was Not served 
with a subpoena to appear as a witness 
at the trial of said cause, any return of a 
sheriff. to the contrary notwithstanding; 
that she was not kept awdy\from Green- 
Ville at the trial of said caus@ by any act 
of the defendant or his counsel; tnat at the 
time of said trial she was not friendly with 
the defendant and did not disclose what is 
set fort in this affidavit to any one prior 
to said trial; that she volunte<rs this testi- 
mony now of her own accord; that she 
knew Bartow Lloyd in his lifetime; that be- 
ginning in January, 1897, at Montgomery, 
Ala., when said Lioyd was a member of the 
legislature, and continuing for more than 
eix months, the said Lloyd made threats to 
her to take the life of said John A, Gafford, 
saying he wanted to get Gafford out 
of -fhe way; that Lloyd told _  affi- 
ant repeatedly that it was either Lloyd 
k)il Gafford or Gafford kill Lloyd, and that 
it was better that Lloyd kill Gafford, as he 
Licyd, was worth more to his family than 
Gaftord was to hts; that in June, 1897, in the 
private road back of Lloyd's house, Lloyd 
told affiant that as he had sent Gafford 
off, and as Gafford had returned, he, Lloyd, 
would have to kill Gafford and that he 
would kill him at once if afflant would 
stand by him, Lioyd, and swear that he did 
the killing in self-defense; that Lioyd said 
Gafford would then be out of the way and 
trat Lloyd's and effiant’s way would thcn 
be clear: that in said June, 1897, Lioyd 
told affiant that cwing to his prominence 
and popularity and defendant’s bad repute, 
he could kill defendant and not even be 
tried for it, if she would stand by him; 
that afliant repeatedly sought to dissuade 
Licyd from attemptirg to execut@ ais 
threats to kill said Gafford, sgying she 
would not be a party to any murder; that 
later on cr about August 10, 1897, at Spring 
Hill chureh, gaid Lloyd told affilant that he 
eculd net afford to break up and move 
away: that she should not move away, 
and that said Gafford mvst be got rid of 
and that the orly way ta get rid of him 
was to kill him as it would do no good 
to send him, Gaffcrd, cff again, for he 
would come back,.:thus causing expense 
ard trouble all over again; that on the 
morning of Friday or Saturday before 
the killing on Wednesday, Lloyd told afti- 
ant that the first time he met said Gafford 
with a shotgun he would at. once kill him, 
afiant again urging Lloyd not to kill dee 
fencant, that when Lioyd and affiant part- 
ed on said morning of said Friday or Sat- 
urday, Lloyd bade her goodbye, saying 
‘“‘when you hear of me again I expect John 
(meaning Gafford) or I will be killed: and 
that at other times which afflant cannot 
now specify said Lloyd made threats to 
affiant that he would kill Gafford to get 
him out of the way. but that she did not 
cemmunicate said threats to defendant for 
the reason that she at that time thought 
more of Lloyd than she did of defendant; 
affiant and her brother disagreed and she 
then told Lloyd to do as he pelased about 
killing Gafford.”’ .

e Gafford Sentenced. 

Gafford arose from his seat on a com- 
mand from Judge Tyson and, standing 
boldly erect, he listened to the impositichr 
of sentence with perfect stoicism. 

Judge Tysgn: “John Gafford, you have 
been convicted of murder in the first de- 
gree and the jury which found you guilty 
has imposed the death penalty upon you. 
Have you anything to say why the sen- 
tence of the law should not be passed upon 
you?” 

Gafford: “Nothing, except that I am not 
guilty of it at all.’’ 

Judge Tyson: “That, sir, was what the 
jury had to pass on in this case. You have 
been convicted of one of the highest erimes 
in the law of your state and a jury of yetr 
peers have imposed this penalty. It is my 
duty as judge of this court to pronounce 
the sentence of the law and to fix the date 
of your execution. The law in this case 
provides that I may fix that date not less 
than four nor more than eight weeks from 
the day of sentence. This is done so that 
yOu may prepare for eternity, to, prepare 
that your God may meet you. Therefore I 
appoint the Ist day of April, 1898, for your 
execution and the sentence of the law ig 
announced by the court that the sheriff of 
this county keep you securely confined un- 
til that date, and from that place where 
you are a prisoner that you shall be taken 
to the place presgribed by law and hanged 
by the neck until you are dead.” 

As the defendant remained standing the 
court told him to sit down and a hurried 
consultation with Captain Dinkins follow- 
ed. Later a stay of execution pending the 
appeal was granted and the judge issued an 
order removing the prisoner to the Mont- 
gomery county jail. Sheriff Shanks carried 
out this order on the first train leaving 
the town after it was issued. 


Mrs. Miller Interviewed. 

Birmingham, Ala., February 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—As though afraid to utter a syllable 
without the sanétion of another, trembling 
and with tears in ther eyes, Mrs. Miller, 
sister of Gafford, the convicted murderer, 
arrived here tenight from Greenville and 
was rushed away to the residence of her 
sister, Mrs. Worl. In Greenville she went 
before a notary and in a last attempt to 
rescue her brother, John Gafford, from the 
gallows sacrificed her honor and acknowl- 
edged the relations alleged to have existed 
between her and Bartow Lloyd. 

“Yes, I did it: I love my brother,” was 
all she would say. 

Mrs. Miller was kept out of the trial 
until the last moment because she refused 
to testify in favor of a brothen At the 
last moment, it is: believed here, she was 
forced to Greenyille and by intimidation 
made the statement before a notary.

ALL STIRRED UP 

The Flogging of Mr. Flournoy by the 
Bryans Is Discussed. 

THE LAST HAS NOT BEEN HEARD 


Father and Brother of the Young Man 
Reach the City. 


THEY BOTH ADVISE HIM TO STAND PAT 


The Bryans Withdraw the Demand 
That Flournoy Must Leave 
the City. 


Savannah, Ga., February 12.—(Special.)— 
From all accounts, the last of the cow- 
hiding of young J. F. Fiournoy yesterday 
by Ceshier John M. Bryan, of the Ogle- 
thorpe Savings and Trust Company, has 
not been heard of. Mr. Flournoy’s father, 
of Columbus, arrived in the city this morn- 
ing, and he and his son have been in con- 
sultation with friends all day. Though it 
is stated positively that the matter has 
not been dropped, it is impossible to learn 
what course they have decided to pursue, 
if any; but it has been reported that a 
demand for an apology will be made upon 
Mr. Bryan, and that in the event of a 
refusal some interesting steps may be 
taken. 


The Threat Is Withdrawn. 

After the cowhiding Mr. Bryan, who, it 
appears, had threatened Flournoy with dire 
punishment in the event he did not leave 
Savannah, called on his lawyer and. con- 
sulted with him as to the advisability of 
the threat. His attorney told him he 
should not have made it, and that he 
should withdraw it at ence. On this ad- 
vice, Mr. Bryan decided it was better to 
withdraw the threat, and his, attorney 
went to Mr. Flournoy and made that state- 
ment. This, however, did not satisfy the 
young man. He had telegraphed to his 
father and brother in Columbus, it is un- 
derstood, and they advised him not to 
leave Savannah, but to remain right here. 
When the withdrawal of the threat came, 
therefore, he was not satisfied, and said 
that he would demand an apology of Mr. 
Bryan for his action. What Mr. Bryan 
will do in the matter remains to be seen. 
His friends say he will not, of course, make 
any apology, many of them supporting him 
in his course. In the meantime, further 
developments are awaited with a great 
deal of interest and anwmiety. 

There Will Be More of It. 

The incident has brought further talk 
in connection with the affair known as 
the French ball, which was directly re- 
sponsible for it. It is reported generally 
that besides Miss Bryan and Mr. Flournoy, 
there ‘were in the party two other ladies 
well known socially, and one or two men. 
Their identity, however, has. been Kept 
pretty well concealed. It is said that Miss 
Bryan talked of the affair to her friends 
shortly after it happened, speaking of it 
only as a venture, from which it seems no 
such serious results were expected. Mr. 
Flournoy's friends state that he denied ad- 
visedly having taken her out On that oc- 
casion, and the horsewhipping occurred 
the next day after Mr. Bryan had learned 
of the matter from his daughter. Flournoy 
is blamed for having consented to accom- 
pany her to such an affair under any cir- 
cumetances, but there is a question with 
many as to whether the case justified the 
action taken, particularly on account of the 
publicity which is hereby given to it. 
With many the affair had never been 
heard of, and by others forgotten. 


SAVANNAH FIRE DISCUSSED. 


Insurance Companies Are Likely To 


Raise the Rate of Insurance, 
Savannah, Ga., February 12.—(Special.)— 
A committee from the Southeastern Tariff 
Association is in Savannah looking over 
the field as the result of the recent fires, 
most of which are attributed to incen- 


diaries. 

The committee is composed of Messrs. 
W. E. Chapin, C. E. Dox and Major J. F. 
Wihitner, of Atlanta. It seems since the 
suspicion has been aroused that ineen- 
diaries are abroad in Savannah and the 
association is talking again of raising the 
rates on insurance here, and this commit- 
tee now has the matter under advisement. 
Major Whitner says while the committee 
may have sume such object under con- 
sideration, nothing has been done yet, and 
he is unable to eay whether rates will be 
raised or not. Another prominent insur- 
ance adjuster who is here says the rates 
should be raised more than anything else 
on account of what he calls the. inefficiency 
of the Savannah fire department as weil 
as on account of the failure on the part of 
the authorities to search out and punish 
the firebugs. The recent fires demonstrate, 
he thinks, that there are firebugs in S8Sa- 
vannah who are systematically at work, 
and he believes if insuranee rates were 
raised the people here would insist on their 
being caught and punished.

Paris, February 12—Upon arriving at his 
residence after the adjournment of the 
trial this evening M. Zola was mobbed by 
a crowd, who assailed him with insulting 
and abusive epithets, but the police quick- 


ly dispersed the mob. 
The latest move of the anti-Zola agitators 


is signaling with a Whistle, which quick- 
ly brings together a mob of professional 
rowdies when Zola is near. 

It is reported that when the excitement 
shall have abated the sentence of Dreytus 
will be submitted to the supreme gourt of 
Casstion, the jurisdiction of which ppxtends 
to courtmartial when martial law has not 
peen proclaimed. The secret document, the 
report says, wiil be submitted to these law 


lords. 

The question of Zola’s personal safe- 
ty is seriously exercising his friends, 
who assert that several notorious crim- 
inals have been seen hovering about 
the court building throughout the 
week. It is suggested that they have 
been lavishly bribei to injure Zola 
seriously, even if they do not kill him. 

The grave feature of the situation is 
the incursion of mob laws inside and out- 
gide the Palais de Justice. Every dweil- 
ing of the Rothschilds is guarded as if 
it were a powder magazine. 

It is expected that the trial will be con- 
cluded on Thursday next. It appears that 
there are certain flaws in the proceedings 
which may entitle M. Zola to appeal to the 
Supreme court, 

The Trial Begins. 

There were the usual crowds and demon-

when court convened this morning. The

It Is the First Information Direct 
from Madrid Since the Ameri- 
can Representative Toli 
of Acceptance of 
Resignation. 


Washirgton, February 12.-—-Late tonight 
the state department,received a cablegram 
from Minister Woodford. 

It relates presumably to the incident 
created by the publication of Minister De- 
Lome’s letter to Senor Canalejas, although 
owing to. .the late hour of its receipt its 
contents will not be known before tomor- 
row. 

The cablegram is in the department cl- 
pher and is between 200 and 300 words 
long. 

It is supposed by the state department 
Officials to be in response to instructions 
to Minister Woodford to advise the depart- 
ment concerning the action taken by the 
Madrid government with reference to. the 
DeLome incident, and to be supplementary 
to Minister Woodford’s dispatch announc- 
ing the acceptance by the Spanish minis- 
try of the resignation of Minister DeLome. 

Until the receipt of the cablegram to- 
night nothing had been heard by the state 
department from Madrid since Minister 
Woodford announced the acceptance of 
Minister DeLome’s resignation, and the 
brevity of the dispatch is taken to be an 
indication that ft contains nothing of par- 
ticularly serious import. 


A point that may become of importance 
in considering the propriety of the action 
of the Spanish government in accepting 
the resignation of Minister DeLome with- 
out disclaiming responsibility for any of 
the utterances contained in his letter has 
been broached. 

Nature of Letter Unknown. 

The Spanish government, it is said, may 
not be aware of the contents of the letter. 
There is reason to believe that when it 
acted upon Mr. DeLome’s resignation, if 
indeed not up to the present moment, the 
Spanish foreign office did not have before 
it the full text of the letter and may have 
acted on the assumption that the document 
contuined only personal criticisms upon 
the president. 

In this case the statements re- 
specting the autonomy and reciprocity 
measures, which, it appears, are re- 
garded of greater importance than the 
personal criticisms passed by the min- 
ister upon the president, may not have 
been known to the Spanish govern- 
ment. 

The fact that Senor Canalejas, the per- 
son addressed by the minister who is now 
in Madrid, is said to have declared to the 
€overnment that he never received the 
letter would warrant such an assumption, 
unless the cable has been freely used by 
the Spanish legation here, for this ‘gov- 
ernment has not cabled the letter. 

The policy of the administration concern- 
ing the DeLome incident can be stated 
briefly and definitely, and on authority not 
open to question as follows: 

The president. is awaiting the full report 
of United States Minister Woodford, who, 
in the brief report already made, stated 
that fuller details will be forwarded. 

No Apology Is Asked. 

So far as the personal allusions of the 
late minister to the president are con- 
cerned, the incident is undoubtedly closed. 
No demand has been, or will be, made, 
according to the present intent!ons, for a 
disavowal of them.

Pichardo is the close business associate of 
Canalejas, t%ie editor of El Helardo, of 
Madrid, to whom the letter was addressed 
and delivered, and is the Havana corres- 
pondent of that newspaper.

Pichardo was in a position where he 
could obtain access to the correspondence 
of Canalejas.

EXECUTIVE OFFICER DROWNS. 
Ensign Breckinridge, of the Cushing, 
Swept Overboard Near Havana. 
Washington, February 12.—The following 
cablegram has been received at the state 
department from Consul General Lee, at 


Havana, dated yesterday: 

“Wnsign J. R. Breckinridge, of the Cush- 
ing, was washed overboard and drowned 
a few hours before the arrival of the vessel 
in this port. The body was recovered, and 
I am arranging to bave it embalmed and 
sent home tomotrow.”’ 

Captain Sigsbee, of the Maine, makes the 


following report to the navy department on 


the same subject: 

“Ensign Breckinr‘dge, of the Cushing, 
fell overboard in heavy sea by parting of 
life line and drowned. Body recovered. 
Department breaks news to family. Will 
send body back to Key West tomorrow by 
Olivette if practicable. Otherwise by Cush- 
ing. Will send Cushing back when sea 
subsides.”’ 

Breckinridge was executive officer of the 
torpedo boat Cusiing. 

The Cushing left Key West Friday morn- 
ing with stores for the Maine. She pitched 
heavily in a fedrful sea. She slowed en- 
gines at 1 o’clock ti gight of the coast of 
Cuba. Immediately afterwards Isnsign 
3reckinridge, who was stationed forward, 
was carried off his feet by a heavy sea. 
He cluiched the life line and he was ewept 
aft. The line parted, however, and Ensign 
Breckinridge went overboard. 

Seamen Everett and Coppage started to 
go to the rescue in the lifeboat, but {[t was 
swamped in lowering, and the men were 
thrown into the water. 

Ensign Breckinridge’s strength was fast 
failing, as he was encumbered with heavy 
Oilskin boots. The Cushing was running 
through the sea, deluged from stem to 
stern. As Breckinridge was eoing under, 
the cook, Daniel Atkinson, went overboard 
to the rescue. The Cushing finally obeyed 
her helm and swung around and maneu- 
vered near the men inthe water. Atkinson, 
Coppage and Everett were rescued by lines 
and Ensign Breckinridge was taken on 
board in the same manner, Atkinson fast- 
ening the line to him. Quick medical aid 
was necessary to save the ensign’s life, and 
the Cushing headed for Havana with her 
throttles wide open, the crew meanwhile 
adcpting the usual means of resuscitation. 

On the arrival in "Havana the Maine’s 
surgeon was ashore. A message w: 
to Consul Gemeral] Lee, who sent Dr.

Un- 
less we are false to every tradition of the 
American foreign policy, we must continue 
to uphold the Monroe doctrine; but it 
would be better to surrender. the Monroe 
doctrine outright than to discredit our- 
selves and make ourselves the laughing 
stock of the world by joud lip-loyalty to. 
it, while we nevertheless decline to take 
uny step which would make good our pre- 
tensions. The worst offenders against the 
honor and dignity of America in foreign 
affairs are those who loudly proclaim a 
desire to entangle in foreign difficultles,, 
but who refuse to help make ready the 
forces’ by which alone our pretensions 
would be made good. 

‘Difficulties are thrust upon us: we don’t 
make them. We did not create the Ha-

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A CANDIDATE {INDIAN BOY AT PRINCETON 


Full-Blooded Red Man a Student at 
the College. .

HE CARRIES PALE FACE NAME 


a 


His Grandfather Was a. Famous Red 
Man and Was Known as 
Rho-Whas-Ne-Uh. 


Princeton, N. J., February 12.—In the list 
of academic freshmen given in the new 
university catalogue appears the name of 
the first full-blooded Indian that ever in- 
scribed his name upon the matriculation 
book of old Nassay. When Princeton was 
founded, a centufy and a half ago, the 
Indian wag still engaged in his efforts to 
drive the pale face back to the lands 
whence he had come across the Atlantic. 
Ten years subsequent to the chartering of 
the old college of New Jersey began the 
French and Indian war, and the college 
historians tell many a tale of the dread 
felt by the college student of the period 
toward the aboriginal inhabitants of the 
country. But now all is changed. A di- 
rect descendant of one of the Iroquois 
tribes, of the six nations so prominent in 
the Indian wars of the eighteenth century, 
has come to smoke the pipe of peace and 
essociate on the friendliest terms with the 
sons of his forefathers’ enemies. 

The neme of this stujent as recorded in 
the university catalogue is Howard Ed- 
wards Gansworth. This is not his real 
name, rowever, for his Tuscarora ances- 
tors called his grandfather Rho-whas-ne-uh 
(news carrier), and the same epithat was 
appliel to the son and now clings to the 
educated scion of the family when he re- 
turns to his native people on the Indian 
reservation at Sanborn, New York. The 
first Rho-whas-ne-vuh was one of the orig- 
inal pony expressmen of western New York, 
a famous rider in those days when news 
and mails had to be carried by horsemen 
galloping for miles and miles at full speed 
only to.be relieved by a fresh steed and 
continue the exciting journey. Just 
as the grandfather’s Indian name was 
Rho-whas-ne-uh, and just as that name 
has been handed down by his own people 
through two generations, so the English 
name of the old chieftain—for the original 
Rho-whas-ne-uh was a Tuscarora chief— 
became John Gansworth, the subject of 
our sketch. The mother of this dusky 
Princetonian was a member of the Seneca 
tribe, the tribe of med Jacket and WKicgit- 
wegky. 
howard Gansworth ig an earnest young 
man of twenty-one years. He is remark- 
ably imtelligeni, and speaks iengiish with- 
out a tinge of brugue. Most of ais educa- 
tion he received at the Carlisle, Pa., in- 
dian school. Whiie there he Became a 
hard student. He also did a great deal of 
outside reading, history and biography 
being of particular interest to him. He 
graduated from the Indian school in 18% 
and attended the Dickinson college pre- 
paratory school for two years, while last 
year he took a special course in the 
college itself. He speaks with_ great en- 
thusiasm of the work of the Carlisle In- 
dian school and feels great pride in the 
progress of his native people. He took 
the freshman entrance examination for 
Princeton last fall, passing in everything 
except Greek, and even this condition was 
easily removed shortly afterwards. 

It was a superabundance of required 
work in Latin and Greek that caused the 
young Rho-whas-ne-uh to leave Dickinson 
college. Not only this, either, for he says 
that he wanted to come into closer rela- 
tionship with his pale-face friends. “a 
want to associate with those who are 
above me intellectually, d can teach me 
something,” was his modest way of put- 
ting it. ‘“‘While I attended Dickinson, when 
not in the schoolroom, I had to return 
to the Indian dormitories, and in this way 
much room for progress was cut off from 
me. I want te associate with the white 
boys.” 

Gansworth is making his own Way 
through. college...No. friends are backing 
him, but he seems perfectly willing to 
depend upon his own efforts and resources 
to carry him through. His room is on 
the sixth floor of the Edwards hall and 
is modestly, though neatly fixed up, ‘our 
correspondent visited him a few even- 
ings ago and found him busily ‘‘poling,”’ as 
the students say, in preparation for a Lat- 
in examination the foliowing morning. He 
Was very cordial and seemed perfectly will- 
ing to talk over his plans. 

“Why did I come to Princeton?” he an- 
swered pleasantly in reply to a query. 
“Oh, because I like the courses here. You 
see, I hope to be a lawyer and the courses 
here seem to suit my purposes. lit is true 
that I had no one to back me in coming 
to Princeton, although I seem to get along 
very well. I get $8 a year from a fund 
provided by Dr. Egbert for the higher ecu- 
cation of the Indians of the Six Nations. 
I also have a scholarship in the university, 
which reduces my college bill very greatly, 
and I get my board and a little extra 
pocket money by waiting on a table where 
some theological students board in the 
town. 

‘Do I like my work? Yes, very much 
indeed. The students have all been very 
kind to me, not even the sopho.nores, 
with the exception of an occasional request 
that I give my tribal war whoop, having 
troubled me at all. I want to take the 
whole course at Princeton and expect to 
make a specialty to history ‘uring the 
junior and senior years.’’ 

Gansworth is a worthy descendant of Red 
Jacket, that Seneca warrior and orator 
whose influence over his people was so 
great, and whose ‘‘quickness of apprehen- 
sion, breadth of forecast and appositeness 
of reply.’’ says Schoolcraft, has been un- 
surpassed by any other Indian of which 
we have any record. Gansworth joined the 
American whig literary, one of old Nas- 
sau’s famous halls, soon after entering col- 
lege, and he has taken an active part and 
interest in the debates ever since. A 
short time ago, he was invited along with 
Captain R. H. Pratt, superintendent of the 
Carlisle Indian school, to address the mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian Social Club Union, 
of Philadelphia, on the subject “What Shall 
We Do with the Indian?’ According to 
the reports of the meeting. Gansworth 
made and exceptionally clear and favorable 
presentation of his position. 

The Indian problem is very near to Gans- 
worth’s heart. He wants to see the Indian 
c‘'vilized, and given perfect liberty to show 
what he can do. The present policy of the 
United States in shutting the Indians off 
to themselves in reservations he considers 
a mistaken one. ‘“‘The only way the Indian 
can be civilized,’’ he said in referring to 
the subject, ‘is by letter him freely mix 
with the whites. On his reservations the 
only people besides Indians that he comes 
in contact with are the missionaries and 
unscrupulous whites. and as a general ruie 
he {s not very much benefited by his pale- 
face associates. 

“The Indian is inclined to be friendly.” 
he continued. “He knows who his friends 
are and he knows his enemies, and he acts 
accordingly. If the Indian were given a 
chance to mix freely with the Amer'!cans—I 
mean the whites—he could show the good 
qualities that are in him. T don’t think 
anv more attention should be paid to an 
Indian who goes to college than to any 
other person, and I hone to see the time 
when fhis state of affairs will exist.” 

Such are some of the intelligent views of 
this descendant of the warlike Six Nations. 
This same intelligent Tyvscarora is mak'ine 
his mark ir the academié courses of old 
Nassan, pnd he hopes to be able to show 
that the Indian fe ne aWle to take care af 
himself in the elassroogs of one of the 
great eastern universitie<e as he is rea'nst 
the representatives of those game ‘fnetity- 
tions on the football field. IVY LEE.

Legislature May Be Asked To Pass 
Prohibition Law—Knoxville Al- 
derman Here. 


—— 


The trading stamp hearing, which comes 
up before Judge Lumpkin March 5th, prom- 
ises to be one of the most interestfng iegal 
battles ever fought in this city. Both sides 
are represented by able counsel. 

There is no doubt that if Judge Lumpkin 
grants a permanent injunction against the 
city enforcing the ordinance the case will 
be taken to the supreme court. It is also 
possible that if the stamp company loses it 
will take the case to the United States su- 
preme court in order to establish a prece- 
dent for the numerous euits the company 
is being troubled with all over the country. 

Even if this highest tribunal decided the 
municipality has no right to enforce the 
ordinance under the taws of Georgia the 
city will still have another recourse. An 
effort will then be made to get a bill passed 
by the legislature chafiging the law so that 
trading stamps cannot be used or sold in 
the state. The company wiil, of course, 
fight tiifs move algo and if it has the same 
luck it had in Tennessee it will win. 

The local battle ts attracting general at- 
tention in other cities where trading stamps 
are being used. Alderman Sterehi, of 
Knoxville, Tenn., was in the city yesterday 
morning, havfng been sent here expressly 
by his municipality to investigate the 
status of the fight in Atlanta. Knoxville 
is having the same trouble with the stamp 
company, although the opposition seems to 
have lost the fight entirely. 

A bill levying a prohibitive tax on stamp 
companies was paased by both houses of 
the legislature, but Governor Taylor 
promptly vetoed the measure and the 
stamp company is doing business among 
the gully-jumpers without hindrance. 

Every retail merchant in Atlanta is in- 
terested more or less in this litigation and 
the outcome will be watched with great 
interest. 


THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Some Chicago policy holders of the 
Northwestern Life Assurance Company 
pave filed a sult s«gainst it, attacking the 
methods of management in assessing post- 
mortem members. 

This assessment cOmpany does quite a 
business in Georgia. A few months ago it 
created a laugh among insurance men by 


asking the gublic not to confound it with 
one of the old line companies of similar 
name, which ranks fourth among the life 
insurance companies of America—the 
Northwestern Mutual Life of Milwaukee. 

In the proceeding which has been begun 
against the Chicago company it is speci- 
floally charged that the assessmente have 
not been made in accordance with the 
agreements; that the older members have 
been unduly assessed for death losses, 
while the younger contingent has not been 
assessed proportionately. 

The Northwestern of:Chicago changed 
its plan of operations from post-mortem to 
level premium plan about four years ago, 
and this change, the plaintiffs allege, has 
been injurious to the rights of the vid cer- 
tificate holders. | 

In the bill the plaintiffs ask that the 
company be compelled to assess lapsed 
policy holders and increase the call upon 
the younger members to the full lim!t. 

Secretary Capwell, of the company, says 
that no contract has ever been violated. In 
fac. experience has shown that each 
chang #.and method adopted has been in the 
interest of all policyholders. 

Thy case will be heard next week.

eral courts have usually decided in the 
commission’s favor except when the law 
was clearly against it, as in its usurpation 
of power to say what rates a railroad 
should charge to direct carriers to put 
certain specific rates in effect, to discon- 
tinue charging a less rate for a long haul 
than for a short one when the circum- 
stances were clearly dissimilar, and as in 
the application for a mandamus to compel 
certain carriers not to change their rates 
when congress had enacted that they might 
increase or reduce their rates as often as 
they please upon giving proper no. ice. 

These limitations of the commission's 
power were fixed by congress. The courts 
have held repeatedly that prescribing rates 
is a proper legislative function, but not a 
judicial prerogative. This was the point 
on which the Granger cases hinged a few 
years ago. Some legislatures have fixed 
rates for railroads by enactment. Several 
states have enacted that passenger fares 
ghalljbe 3 cents a mile. In England the 
rate-making power is reserved by parlia- 
ment, which has never delegated it to any 
commission or court. The railroads make 
their own rates in the first instance, but 
if complaint is made to the railway and 
canal commission that the charges are un- 
reasonable, that board can only readjust 
their rates to please the commission; that 
body has to go to parliament with a bill 
and takes it chances of getting the meas-: 
ure enacted into law. 

Some of our state legislatures have con- 
ferred mandatory powers upon their state 
‘railroad commissions. Legislatures in oth- 


cinnat! and Chicago in which the board 
undertook to force the railroad to reduce 
their rates from Chicago to Atlanta and 
the supreme court sat down on that prop- 
osition, very hard. 

In its last annual report the commission 
Said: “The plan of making rates in the 
south, known as ‘the southern basing point 
system,’ has frequently been held unlawful 
by the commission.’’ 

This is true of the commission, but the 
courts have not been so unanimous. The 
inference from the supreme court's decision 
in the Alabama Midiand case tends strong- 
ly to uphold the position of the carriers 
in meeting competition even between them- 
selves where it is strong and also in rcog- 
nizing the natural and commercial ad- 
vantages of the larger points. Competi- 
tion between carriers was recognized in 
the Troy or Alabama Midland case, and 
fo far as that case went, the “‘southern 
basing point system” wag sustained, and 
with it the practice of sometimes charg- 
Ing more for the short haul than for 
the long haul when the circumstances 
were dissimilar. These rates the commis- 
sion has termed “obnoxious.” It has also 
Styled them ‘“‘unjuS8t and unreasonable.”’ It 
did so in the Troy case, but the supreme 
court held that they were just and rea- 
sonable.

officials, the board never would declare 
the opposite. It says: “Of course there 
might be a sporadic instance in which the 
officers of a railway company would de- 
sire on personal grounds to prefer some 
particular locality, but such instances must 
be extremely rare, and no such instance 
has ever come to the attention of the 
commission. It was competition between 
railroads’ which forced down the rate at 
competitive points.”’ 

Sometimes it was competition between 
railroads; at other times it was competi- 
tion with all water routes or with rail and 
water routes. For example, the all-rail 
rate from Pittsburg to Atlanta, yet the 
glass may pass through Atlanta on its way 
to Savannah. The latter city has the 
benetit of water competition from Phiia- 
delphia and Baltimore, and that compéti- 
tion forced the all-rail lines via Cincinnatl, 
Tilagerstown and Aiexandria to reduce 
their rates to Savannah or lose the haul on 
glass for that distance. Glass dealers in 
£0me Situated as Atlanta is would 
file a complaint with the interstate com- 
merce commission charging the railroads 
with asking a Jess rate for the long haul 
than the short one. Atlanta dealers 
who have orders to fill in south Georgia, 
simply have the glass shipped to Savannah 
and then reship from that point, which 
puts them on the same footing with the 
Savannah dealers, This is done in all lines 
of business by Atlanta wholesale men. 

Ever since railroads were built their 
rates have been controlled by competition 
rather than by distance or the amount of 
secvice rendered. ‘Their policy may be il- 
lustrated by taking a familiar example 
Assume that a merchant owns two stores, 
one in Atlanta and the other in Athens, 
Ga. On nine articles out of ten, his selling 

rice is lower in the Atlanta store than in 
the Athens branch. This is because he has 
a larger trade in Atlanta, and competition 
is sharper here. 

Here is the bed-rock of the freight rate 
system in the south. Once the commission 
succeeds in shattering this basis, the en- 
tire tariff scheme will have to be read- 
justed, and both the commercial centers 
and the roads will lose. 

The commissioners are what sporting men 
would call bad losers. They do: not take 
defeat gracefully, but criticise the judges, 
and make sarcastic comments even on the 
supreme court. 

Both the supreme court and the inter- 
State commerce commission are branches 
of the federal government. Heretofore the 
closest relations have existed between the 
federal courts and all other branches of 
the government, and the former have ever 
jealously guarded and protected the rights 
of co-ordinate branches. The lower fed- 


waged on the railroads and the large cities 
of the south by the interstate commerce 
commission. It is an aggressive, relent- 
less fight on the part of the commission 
while the roads and ths citles have been 
so far acting purely on the defensive. 

Really the cities seem to be indifferent 
and appear to be depending on the roads 
to-fight their battles for them, but it is 
no more to the interest of the roads than 
it is to that of the distributing points to 
protect the latter trade, 

There is no concealment by the com- 
mission of its purpose to take away from 
the commercial centers the lower rates 
which they have, and had there been, Mr. 
Shaver’s statements last week would have 
made it all clear. The chief hope of the 
roads and alties Iifes in the courts giving 
true and strict construction to the laws on 
the books. Sometimes courts read mean- 
ings into statutes which the lawmakers 
never intended. If the existing statutes 
are constrved to mean what they say and 
what their framecs sald, the commission 
will fail in its efforts. 

So far as the courts have gone in de- 
ciding the cases brought by the commls- 
sion from the south, the advantage has 
been with the defendant railroads. Threa 
leading battles have been fought out in the 
last ten vears. The great issue Involved 
was the right of the commission to make 
rates. That was decided against the com- 
mission in two cases. Then the commis- 
eion cle‘med that the railroads must never 
charge less for a long haul than for a 
short haul without asking its permission, 
unless there was competition by water or 
foreign line. This claim was alsu de 
cided by the supreme court ef the United 
Etates against the board of commissioners. 
The high tribunal said that the commis- 
sioners had usurped power when they at- 
tempted to prescribe rates for the rail- 
roads. There was no law for {t and the 
court would not sustain the assumption. 

However, the commission got some con- 
solation out of the Soctal Circle decision 
when the court said in effect that every 
one of these long and short haul cases 
must stand on its own bottom. In that 
particular instance, the court sustained 
the board which had ordered the carriers 
not to charge any more for hauling freight 
from Cincinnati to Social Circle on the 
Georgia roalroad than they charged for 
carrying it from Cincinnati to Augusta, a 
mrore distant point

Last week was much better for the min- 
ers than the previous week, when the 
weather was so cold that the water froze 
in many ditches and sometimes on the 
plates. In some western stamp mills and 
in other parts of the world a jet of steam 
is injected into the water before it reach- 
es the plates and thus its temperature is 
raised. This serves a double purpose. The 
water is kept from freezing and the quick- 
silver in the mortar and on the plates 
and tailing boxes is more active. Quick- 
silver, when cold, will not catch gold so 
readily as when the temperature is higher. 

Very few, if any, mill men in this part 
of the country raise the temperature of 
the water during the winter, and yet it 
could be done very easily even where steam 
is not available. ‘The best miil practice 
commends it and proves that it increases 
the amount of gold saved. 


Development companies are 
along at a lively rate. Three have been 
projected since the year opened, ali with 
headquarters in Atlanta. The Southern De- 
velopment and Mining Company is a close 
corporation, with very little no stock 
offered for sale. The Union Mining Com- 
pany is capitalized at $5,000, with the priv- 
jlege of increasing to $5,000,000.

ENGLAND WATCHES 
DB LOME INCIDENT 


Opinions Expressed Unanimously Indorse 
Position of United States. 


PRESS DISCUSSES AFFAIR 


Sackville-West Event Is Recalled and 
Again Freely Aired. 


ENGLISH PAPERS THINK M’KINLEY SENSITIVE 


Statist Thinks the President Should 
Not Have Paid Any Attention 
to the Letter. 


London, February 12.—The DeLome incl- 
Gent has excited little interest in England, 
but the opinions expressed almost unani- 
mously indorse the position of the United 
States. The daily newspapers, with thet 
exception of The Morning Post, have 
adopted the view that the administration 
took the right course. The Sackville-West 
incident naturally has been much quoted, 
but it must be added that it has always 
been in the most friendly terms toward the 
United States. ; 

What The Times calls a ‘“‘weii-informed 
correspondent,” - which probably means 
some one in the foreign office; writes to 
that newspaper today that in response to 
the cabled request from the United States 
for Lord Sackville-West’s recall, Great 
Britain answered that no action could be 
taken unt'l the receipt of the language 
that it was charged Lord Sackville-West 
had used. When this answer was received 
it appears Secretary Bayard handed Lord, 
Sackville-West his passports. 

The weekly newspapers express the opin- 
jon that President McKinley would have 
done beiter to ignore Dupuy DeLome, and 
The Statist opines “‘that a man _ better 
qualified to conduct the foreign affairs of 
the United States than Mr. Sherman would 
refuse to notice DeLome,”’ and every one 
participating in the affair, adding ‘‘a gov- 
ernment based on popular suffrage has to 
expect free criticism.” ? 
McKinley Should Not Be Susceptible. 

Continuing, The Statist says it does not 
gee why President McKinley, ‘‘who is ac- 
customed to the rough as well as the 
smooth of politics,’’ shows susceptibility 
and ‘“‘objects to allowing foreigners the free- 
dom he admits in the case of his fellow 
citizens.”’

The Spectator is not sorry the “moment 
may be approaching when the United 
States will intervene to help the agonies of 
Cuba,”’ adding: ‘‘Their only hope is in. the 
United States sternly declaring that the 
Spanish troops must leave and that the 
Cubans be allowed to settle their own fate; 
that the United States will be morally jus- 
tified in saying the war must end and that 
Cuba be given peace there is no doubt.” 

Say United States Must Interfere. 

Madrid advices show that the DeLome af- 
fair created much suppressed excitement 
there. The public comments of the diplo- 
mats and the correct press were generally 
unobjectionable, but there was an under- 
current of bitterness on all sides. Even 
some days before the incident ecame 
known there had been a particularly ner- 
vous feeling in regard to the relations 
with the United States, as evidenced by 
the unusual precautions to guard the res- 
idence of the United States minister, Mr. 
Any rumor, however ebsurd, 
was taken as gospel in the alarmist cir- 
cles, even though a repetition of news 
which was stale weeks ago. For instance, 
Quite a ferment was caused by a reference 
to the fact that sixteen United States war- 
ships were off the Dry Tortugas, and it 
was taken as evidence that the biockade 
of Cuba had already begun. The advent 
of the French eruiser Dubourdieu at Ha- 
vana was hailed with delight by the Mad- 
rid press and much was made of the polite 
remarks addressed by the French admiral 
to the government officials. These remarks 
are said to have been flattering in regard 
to the establishment of a new ,:egime, 
and were, it is said, accompanied by 
hearty wishes that peace would soon return 
from the establishment of autonomy.

ARMOUR BORROWS WHEAT. 


New Light on the Battle Between Ar- 
mour and Leiter. 

Chicage, February 12.—The Journal] to- 
day says: There new light on the bat- 
tle between Armour and Leiter last Decem.- 
ber, and on the present movement of spring 
wheat to Memphis, which has puzzled the 
trade from Chicago to London. 

It is claimed that Armour is filling an- 
other contract, chiefly with Mr. Peavey, o2 
Minneapolis. The story is this: 

When the Armour forces were-working 
as never before, last December, to bring 
wheat to Chicago from Minneapolis ana 
Duluth to fill short sales to Joseph Leiter, 
Mr. Armour became a borrower. He did 
not borrow at the banks. He borrowed 
wheat. He took wheat already on hand at 
central] markets from Mr. Peavey and oth- 
ers and entered into a bond to replace the 
wheat before a certain date. 

It is claimed that the guaranty for the 
furnishing of the wheat at the time spec- 
ified was a check representing about $3,- 
UU0, U0U, 

The never-ending run of wheat to Min- 
neapolis for six long weeks after best 
judges in the trade said the receipts were 
at an end, ts now explained by Armocur’s 
efforts to fill his contract with Mr. Peavey. 

It is the draining of the old wheat from 
hiding places over a half dozen great 
states. The country contributory to Kan- 
sas City has been worked for the Minneap-

Here Is an Kxample 
~ In Our Own State

No movement has yet been made by the 


studious Women of Georgia that is more 
deserfing Of recognition than that of or- 
ganizing the farm and garden clubs; the 
object of which is to Interest the women 
of the rural districts as well as those of 
the city in the principles of agriculture and 
horticulture. The movement will doubtless 
meet with the “Nonsense” and “What-will- 


fairs, what can at first be accomplished 
by the farm and gardem clubs may seem 
small, yet it must sow the seeds for a 
new life in the agricultural industry of 
the state that will make many farms now 
impoverished and poverty stricken grad- 
ually grow out of this into self-supporting, 
thrifty habitations, 

By bringing together the women in com-

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women-do-next” cry of that element who 
think it becoming and humorous to laugh 
at any efforts made by women as incdepen- 
dent individuals. 

Yet it would seem that the most narrow- 
minded of the number of women who are 
born in the country and live and die thete 
and whom circumstsneces adapt to farming 
life would appreciate the fact that knowl- 
edge in this ne would be boon in their 
lives : 

The idea that the country 
means of development is to leave her na- 
tive vale, seek the crowded city and there 
find occupation drudging 
nature is a false one that ‘s inculcaied not 
only in the minds of misjudging phitanthro- 
pists, but in the minds of the farmers’ 
misguided daughters. 

The woman educating herself in agricul- 
ture, horticulture and dairy products will 
find that in the quietude of country life 
she can aid in the support of her family 
or earn ‘ther own livelihood as successfully 
and decently as by coming a stranger to 
the crowded city and seeking occupations 
in the dry goods store or learning steno- 
graphy and typewriting. 

From a practical, business

or social 


etandpoint the woman making herself prac- 


tically useful on the farm fulfills the ideal 
of womanliness with far less danger to her 
dignity thdn does. the unsophisticated 
young woman who, coming from the 
country, does her first work in the shop or 
office. 

Again take tthe farmer’s wife, who in 
widowhood finds herself in possession only 
of a farm by which to support a family of 
children. Unless she interested her- 
self in the industry pursued by her hus- 
band and done more than raise his children 
‘and cook the food he has brought her for 
them, she finds herself in a pitiful condi- 
tion, surrounded ‘by a wealth of jand which 
ehe knows not how to cultivate, and she 
must drag out a miserable existence that 
descends gradually to a degradation that 
may too often be seen among the poor of 
the rural districts. 

Another type of the farmer’s wife who 
should be instructed in farming is 
the one whose well-to-do husband 
may be called to the city for 
indefinite periods of time. In the mean- 
time he must leave his farm in the hands 
of those whose interest could not be the 
same as that of the wife, were she cog- 
nizant of the principles of her husband’s 
industry. 


Farm aud Garden Clubs 
Lenda Kew Interest 


For all these women the organization of 
farm and garden clubs should mean a new 
interest in life. The daughters of the farm- 
er posting herself on the study of dairy 
products can find always ready purchas- 
ers for her delicious butter and cream 
cheese. The farmer’s widow who has been 
a student of the practical rules of farm- 
ing and has become enlightened as to the 
labor of her husband need not at his death 
mortgage her little farm and move into a 
Savalid abode in the nearest city’s suburb. 
And the wife of the farmer who must be 
away in the city carl make her letters to 
mm much more entertaining if she is 
enabled to tell him the exact state of the 
farm from her own observations. 

As the Industrial school at Milledge- 
_ ville is only adequate for’ the accommo- 
dation of a comparatively limited number 
of young women and there is no state 
institution so far reaching as to afford to 
“many country districts more than an in- 
different county school, _ the farmers’ 
daughters and wives are left to acquire a 
knowledge as best they can of that which 
. will be their daily life or their only means 
_ Of getting. their daily bread. And ‘though 


has 


“in this appreciation of the state of af- 


r tural 


mon interest and spreading among them a 
reading matter through their county 
schools and the free circulating libraries 
they will gradually become imbued with a 
knowledge of farming that will make ft 
a new interest to them and directly 
strengthen the agricultural status of the 


state. 

The more enlightened and educated of the 
farmers’ helpmates in pursuance of agricul- 
studies and furnished with the lit- 
erature pertaining to it will appreciate it 
in it beauty as a study and realize that 
nothing brings one so closely in touch 
with the beauty and wonderful workings 
of nature. When one considers the nat- 
ural products of Georgia soil and then, 
passing through the country parts, sees 
the many impoverished, uncultivated tracts 
of land and the pale-faced women, snuff 
sticks in their mouths, seated about squalid 
abodes of homely environment, there is a 
longing for that thrift that makes the 
country home of the New England yankee 
one ideal in prosperity and development. 

To bring about a similar quality in the 
country people of Georgia, the philanthro- 
pic women of the state will make an ef- 
fort to inspire their sisters of the remoté 
country districts with a dvsire to know 
something of farming and to enlighten 
them as to the principle of comfortable 
homes. Through the clubs being formed 
among them the primary efforts are being 
made and a work commenced that is com- 


mendable, praiseworthy and womanly. 


Are Women Naturally 
Adapted To Farming? 


“Are women, as a rule, naturally adapt- 
ed to farming, is a question that may be 
answered by several in the state who are 
making brilliant successes In the manage- 
ment of their own farms. Among them 
none is better known than Mrs. Neliie 
Peters Black, who manages in every detail 
the Richard Peters farm, one of the finest 
and most productive in Georgia. The farm 
includes 1,500 acres and was bought by the 
late Richard Peters from the Cherokee In- 
dians in the year 1847. There is still pre- 
served «(1 the farm the little tract of land 
used by the Indian children as a play 
ground, and which still has upon it evi- 
dences of their sports. The Peters farm is 
self-supporting and through the excellent 
management of Mrs. Black yields a goodly 
income to its owners. 

In speaking of farming as a pursuit of 
woman Mrs. Black said: 

“It is not only one to which I think wo- 
men are naturally adapted, but to me it js 
one fascinating in its interest and devclop- 
ment. It seems to me a knowledge of 
farming includes so much that should 
make it favored by women; it brings one 
in such close communtion with nature and 
in its various departments includes ali the 
arts of domesticity which we are tcld are 
those essentially feminine. 

“A knowledge in which I think our wo- 
men in farm life are woefully lacking,’’ 
continued Mrs. Black, “is their failure to 
make their farm houses attractive within 
and without. There is no reason why 
flowers of cultivated beauty shou!d, not 
make sweet and fragrant the surround- 
jngs of the farm house, and why a knowl- 
edge of flowers should not make their cul- 
ture in the country a lucrative means just 
as it ig in the city. 

‘The first steps I took toward improving 
my ve a when I assumed active manoge- 
ment was to impart to it a_ fresuness, 
cleanliness and attractiveness. The farm- 
house and outhouses [ had put in repair. 
In the immediate vicinity I took an in- 
terest in the cultivation of my flowers, to 
give to it that touch of interest indicating 
home attractiveness. Then I sect to work 
to make the farm, first of all, self-support- 
ing. I personally superintended every de- 
tall of the management, informing myeelf 
by personal observation as to every acre 
of the ground and the condition cf the 
stock, which now includes the fmest of 
Essex hogs, Jersey cattle and Georgia 
mules.” ; g oe

Washington, February 12.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—-No one can fully realize, or 
appreciate the magnitude and diversity of 
interests of the great American’ republic 
until one has been to the capitol and seen 
and hears the solons assembled there at 
work. 

Being here for a few days, I concluded to 
take such a peep at congress in session, 
as is permitted to a plain American citl- 
zen. Going to the capitol I was attract- 
ed to the house, presided over by that great 
big physical and intellectual giant, Thomas 
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A distinction conferred first by political 


alike, as a tribute to the fearless courage | 


which enabled him at a stormy period of 
legislation, to hold in order the most tur- 
bulent body of legislators im the world 
and compel them in defiance of antiquated 
tules to transact the business for which 
they had asembled. 

Reed is a strong man, a bold man, and 
yet withal, in one sense, the most conserv- 
ative of men. It is said here that few 
know how often this one man has stood be- 
tween the great body of taxpayers and 
reckless extravagant appropriation bills in- 
troduced and pressed by representatives. 

Up in the mé@mbers” gallery of the house, 
where I am sitting, but little can be heard. 
It is but 15 minutes before noon, anda 
small man, With a loud voice, ascends the 
speaker’s rostrum and says: ‘‘Gentlemen, 
I am requested to ask all who are not en- 
titled to remain, under the rules, to vacate 
the floor.’’” A general movement ensues. 
Constituents who thave been talking post- 
offices to their representatives, lobbyists 
who have. been flitting about from mem- 
ber to member arguing the importance of 
some bill, ladies who are mere sight-seers— 
all move reluctantly from the floor to the 
gallery and the pessege ways.

Upon 
the conclusion of the prayer, the gavel 
fs again brought down, and the voice of 
the speaker is now one of stern command, 
which is heard distinctly above ~the din of 
many voices—‘‘the house will please be in 
order.”’ 

Immediately a dozen members are on 
their feet, each screaming ‘“‘Mr. Speaker!’’ 
The speaker glances over the house, and 
quietly says: “The gentleman from Maine 
has the floor.” Then a small’man, with 
@ weak voice, is seen to arise, and send 
sometfiing to the clerk’s desk. ‘This gen- 
tleman would never be supposed to be Ding- 
ley, the leader of the republican side of 
the house. 

He is said to be a strong and incisive 
speaker who always says and does the 
right thing for His party at the right time, 
but to me perched in the gallery, he !s 
a bore, because his voice is too weak to be 
heard. 

Presently up jumps a big, smooth-faced 
young man on the democratic side, and 
says, ‘“Mr. Speaker, I arise to a point of 
order’’—and the speaker replies, ‘“‘The gen- 
tleman from Texas wil] please state his 
point of order.’ I am told that the gentle- 
man from Texas is the redoubtable Bailey 
—the man with presidential aspirations, 
and who is said to be the peer of Bryan 
as an orator, and his swperior as a de- 
bater. He is also distinguished in official 
society as the man who has such prejudice 
to a full dress coat that he has never 
worn one, even refusing an invitation to a 
dinner at the white house, rather than don 
the objectionable garment. 

He is the ohosen leader of the 
democratic side, and all lean for- 
ward to see and hear the parliamentary 
battle about to be fought between the op- 
posing forces. In quick succession the floor

is followed by Simpson—‘Sockless Jerry.” 

The confusion becomes so great that the 
speaker calls for order, hut the gavel is 
brought down, again, and again, until some 
semblance of order is restored.

ing the election law of Alabama upon the 
ground that in all its essential features it 
is the counterpart of the Massachusetts 
law. ‘‘Massachusetts, the state from which 
came John Quincy Adams and all the other 
Adamses; Charles Sumner, and all the 
other Sumners; Senator Hoar, and all the 
other—statesmen.’’ The effect of this cli- 
max on the house is electrical, producing 
a storm of applause and laughter. 

One of the bon mots\I catch floating 
around today is the interrogation, why 
does not Mark Hanna conclude his name 
with an h, so that it would spell Hannah, 
going and coming? He seems to be ¢aking 
everything: else that way! 

Another is a@ constitutional question pro- 
pounded by a constituent to his represen- 
tative. “If McKinley should ‘die, would 
Mark Hanna-still be president?’

tented to know that there is a Niagara— 
and that Is enough. 

It is often the same with us fn the affairs 
of life—-we are content to enjoy what we 
see before us, without knowing whence it 
ccme. Let it be food for body, or mind, 
if it please the appetite or gratify the 
senses, we take it as our due. 

Would it be amiss at this point to draw 
a comparison? The power and influence of 
the press, like the mighty waters, sweep 
everywhere before them. Its thunder is 
heard from city to hamlet, its power for 
evil is as great as that of the mighty 
rapids, its power for good is wider and 
deeper than the grand fall of water, and 
like the river beneath, its influence flows 
On for good or evil through time and 
eternity, 

While we are all familiar with the work 
done by great and good men of the press, 
there are only a few who know what a 
Power the women of the press have be- 
come. It is of my own state, Georgia, that 
I shall write, and, to her honor be it said, 
there are a number of her daughters who 
are regularly employed in press work. 

I shall not attempt to mention newspa- 
per contributors (the mistake is too often 
made of calling a contributor a press wo- 
man); there are many of these in our 
State that do good work, and are appre- 
Ciated, but their work is occasional, and 
they should not be called press women. 

Too often these writers are complimented 
and lauded to the skies, and spoken of as 
Press women, while the real press woman 
toils, and works to succeed, and is un- 
nOwn except in her own community. 

If women would unite in their efforts to 
advance each other in their work, an im- 
mense amount of good could be accom- 
Plished. There has been a time when men 
Were far ahead of women in ail depart- 
ments of work, but that day has passed. 
Ve have many brilliant women who edit 
and own the'r own newspapers; many 
others are coming to the front, and many 
young girls are rising steadily from one 
department to the next. 

In the matter of wages, women are atill 
On the’ back seat. But we can afford to 
Wait; our time will come, and to the wo- 
men of the press I would say, go onward 
— upward, stand by one another, join 
gether, and shoulder to shoulder; we shall 
Surely succeed. It cannot fail to be of in- 
terest to the women of our state to know 
fomething of the women engaged in jour- 
halistic work—women who daily and week- 


ly put before their sisters mental menus, 
the variety of which is sufficient to satisfy 
the taste of all. 

It may be a surprise to many to learn 
that there are twenty-one women in Geor- 
gia employed on papers in regular work. 
There may be some whose names I have 
failed to get, but I feel proud to present 
to our readers twenty-one press women 
who do good work. 

Mrs. Marie Louise Myrick, of The Times- 
Recorder, of Americus, Ga., has been a 
successful newspaper woman so long that 
her word speaks for itself. Her paper is 
a power in southwest Georgia, and sNe is 
a strong, forcible writer. 

Mrs. Beulah Moseley, Rome, Ga., owns, 
edits and conducts The Rome Georgian 
with great ability. Her paper is one of 
the most prosperous and popular in north 
Georgia. 

Four other women own and edit news- 
papers which are notably successful; these 
are Mrs. Penn, Monticello, Ga., who edits 
The Jasper County News (assisted by her 
two daughters, who do*goed work); Miss 
Maggie Thornton, of The Calhoun Chronicle, 
Calhoun, Ga.; Mrs. Nettie McCall, of The 
Fitzgerald Enterprise, Fitzgerald, Ga.; Miss 
Eudora Dolvin, of The Weekly Review, 
Union Point, Ga. 

Besides these, we have Miss Colding on 
The Savannah Press, Savannah, Ga. an 
able editor; Miss Mary Lamar Patterson, 
Macon Evening News, and Macon corre- 
spondent of The Atlanta Constitution, an 
exceedingly bright and capable writer. 

Miss Marion Smith and Miss Louise Mun- 
ford, of Cartersville, Ga., are both popular 
writers on The Courant-American, of Car- 
tersville and The Rome Georgian. Miss 
Sallie Akin, of Cartersville, Ga., 1s making 
a ‘good record on The Cartersville News. 
Miss Scylla Thomas, of The Argus, Dalton, 
Ga., is doing excellent work and writes 
with great success. Mrs. J. Lindsay John- 
son, of Rome, Ga., is on the editorial staff 
of The Rome Georgian, and conducts most 
ably the department devoted to the club 
work of the state. Mrs. Johnson is a bril- 
liant woman and any work she undertakes 
is well done. 

Miss Belle Walsh, of The Augusta Chron- 
icle, Augusta, Ga., has made a reputation 
of which she may justly be proud on 
that paper. Miss. Mattie Bass, on The 
Clarkesville paper, may be congratulated 
on the good work she has accomplished. 

Miss Rosa Woodbury, now of the Lucy 
Cobb institute, but until recently engaged 
on The Augusta Chronicle, is one of the 
most brilliant young press women in the 
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the society columns of both The Constitu- 
tion and The Journal, and her poems have 
found an echo in many hearts. She is do- 
ing splendid work on The Winter Resort- 
er, a New York magazine, and is not now 
engaged in any regular newspaper work, 
but is held in the hearts of our women as 
a press woman, 

Miss Mary Jackson, on the editorial staff 
of The Atlanta Journal, needs no introduc- 
tion. As “Emel Jay” her reputation was 
made, and for some years she has been 
connected with The Journal and now oc- 
cupies the position of the editress of the 
society column. Miss Jackson is a pleas- 
ing writer. She is ably assisted by Miss 
Goode, whose work is much admired. 

I had almost claimed Miss Edna Cain, 
of Summerville, as an Atlanta journalist, 
so dear did she become to the hearts of 
our people while on The Evening Constitu- 
tion. Miss Cain is doing the best of work 
on The Summerville News, and there is 
no young woman in Georgia more admired 
for her talent and for that force of char- 
acter which ranks her so in press work. 

Last, but by no means least, would we 
speak of our own society editress, Isma 
Dooly. 

Miss Dooly is a very young woman to 
occupy so responsible a position, and that 
she fills it with honor is perceptivie to all. 
To have risen as she hag proves her ability, 
to have been brave enough to accept a 
place occupied by ‘“‘Maude Andrews’”’ shows 
her determination to succeed. Naturally 
gifted, Miss Dooly has a bright future be- 
fore her and can be counted in the front 
ranks of the talented press women of Geor- 
gia. 

if I have omitted any woman engaged in 
regular press work, it has been unintention- 
al and I hope they will notify me of the 
omission, as the object of this sketch is 
to bring into closer contact our press wo- 
men with one another. 

I had hoped to present the pictures of this 
noble band of workers, but failed to secure 
all. I trust, however, that I have given 
in this imperfect sketch data enough to 
interest the women of our state in the 
press workers of Georgia.

The Famous: Politica Feud Bevan beorge M. Troup and John 
Clark Recalled by the Accidental Discovery of the Latter's 
Monument in a Florida Wilderness.

. Byery recurring gubernatorial election 
recalls to the minds of those who are fa- 
miliar with Georgia history the greatest 
of all these political contests—the tremen-

It is about time to begin to talk 
about it agai, and the talk this year will 
be materially enliven’ by an occurrence 
of the past we*k.

The Passing of John Clark.

The Whole State Divided. 

During the three previous campaigns ¢v- 
ery man, woman and child in Georgia had 
learned in one way or another of Troup 
and Clark. There were no democrats, no 
federalists, no tories, no whigs, no repub- 
licans—npt anything that involved aught in 
a political sense, except the supremacy of 
one of these two men. It is impossible to 
conceive of a political feeling so strong 
as to divide families, to lead to innumera- 
ble duels and to subordinate even business 
and religion in its intensity. But even if 
that were possible, it is not given to any 
man to describe at this remote date the 
situation which actually confronted Geor- 
gians when the gubernatorial campaign of 
1826 opened. The announcement that Gen- 
eral Clark would oppose Governor Troup 
in a direct vote of the whole people, arous- 
ed the state as it never has been aroused 
since. 

Troup stood by his policy of forcing the 
Indians into a treaty without reference to 
the consequences, and the battle cry of 
his followers was, “Troup and treaty.’’

GOVERNOR CLARK. 


Clark, he fought at the siege of Augusta, 
and at the battle of Jack’s Creek, in 1787, 
he greatly distinguished himself. He rose 
rapidly in the militia until—having then 
removed to Georgia—he was elected by 
the legislature of the latter state a briga- 
dier general, and later a major general. 
Near the conclusion of the war with Eng- 
land, at a most critical and dangerous 
time, the command of the ;forces destined 
for the protection of the sea coast «nd 
southern boundary of Georgia, was given 
to him by Governor Early. 

Three years after Clark was born, or, to 
be more exact, on September 8, 1870, George 
M‘chael Troup saw the sunshine for the 
first time at McIntosh’s Bluff, on the V‘om- 
bigbee river, in what is now the state of 
Alabama, but was then a part of the 
territory of Georgia. Troup’s grandfather 
was Captain John McIntosh, the chief of 
the clan of the same name, and he came 
from fighting steck for so many genera- 
tions back that no historian has ever at- 
tempted to trace it. Young Troup went to 
Princeton, was graduated in 1797, and re- 
turned to Georgia to enter the law office 
at Savannah. 
On May 29, 1800, he was admitted to prac- 
tice, and in 1801 he was eleeted a represen- 
tative in the state legislature, the capital 
then being at Louisville. 

Both Grow in Prominence. 

While Clark was winning his spurs in 
the army and preparing for the great 


, political duel that was to be fought later, 


Troup was winning golden laurels in the 
field of politics. In 1804 he moved to 


Bryan county, and in 1806 he was elected to 


congress. It should be remembered that 
the first years of the present century in 
this country were memorable for the over- 
throw of the federal party under John 


Adams, and the election of Thomas Jeffer- 


son as president. This was the first trial 


of strength between the two original fac- 


tions following the retirement of Washing- 
ton. Troup joined the Jeffersonians, be- 
came an aggressive republican, and was 
successively elected to the tenth, eleventh, 
twelfth and thirteenth congresses. On 
November 8, 1816, he -was elected to the 
United States senate over Dr. Bibb, and 
on April 2th, following, he resigned his 
seat and returned to his home in Laurens 
county with a public declaration that he 
proposed to have nothing further to do with 
politics. 

At this time federal issues did not divide 
the voters of Georgia, but there were two 
powerful local factions, one headed by Wil- 
liam H. Crawford, then in the zenith of his 
political career, and the other by Gencral 
John Clark, who had adopted in politics 
the same aggressive tactics that had mcede 
him invincible on the field of battle. It was 
thought that Crawford would be the nom- 
inee for president of the United States to 
succeed Monroe, but he was struck down by 
disease, and his powerful following in Geor- 
gia turned to Troup for leadership. The 
election for governor in 1819, to succeed 
Rabun, brought on the first direct clash, 
and Troup consented to stand against 
General Clark. The people did not then 
elect the governor by direct vote, but 
through the legislature, and it was not 
possible to make the sort of gubernatorial 
campaign that is made in these days of 
swift railroad, telegraph, telephone énd 
mail service. 

The Fight Begins. 

The fight between the two was exceed- 
ingly bitter, however, and when the legis- 
lature assembled Clark was elected by a 
majority of 13 votes. In 1821 the same can- 


didates again presented themselves for elec- ° 


tion, and after another campaign which 
aroused the state from end to end, and. 
brought out every vote in it. Clark won 
for the second time. But his majority was 
only two votes, he having 74 to Troup's 72. 
In 1823 Clark was not a candidate for re- 
election, end Troup won by a vote of 8 to 
81 over Mathew Talbot. During his ad- 
min‘straticn Georgia’s troubies with the 


| 


General Clark boldly attacked this policy, 
and the slogan of his supporters was, ‘‘de- 
feat Troup and have peace.” A series of 
debates between the two candidates were 
arranged in the sixty counties which then 
composed the state of Georgia, and the 
files of the newspapers of those days show 
that the debates were so largely attended 
and incited so much excitement that bus- 
iness for miles in all directions was sus- 
pended on the day scheduled for the ap- 
pearance of the speakers at any particular 
point. As the campaign progressed the 
feeling between the contending factions be- 
came so bitter that personal conflicts were 
too common an occurence to be scheduled 
in the newspapers, and actual] killings were 
considered worthy of only a brief mention. 
Each candidate seemed to have about the 
Same strength, and the followers of both 
were so confident of winning that one his- 
torian says that half the property value of 
the state changed hands when the returns 
were announced. 

As an evidence of the bitter feeling which 
existed it may be mentioned that at a2 
prominent banquet to which the leaders of 
both sides were invited, the only two toasts 
drunk were: 

“George M. Troup: May he receive what 
he deserves—the infamy due to every man 
who attempts to incite civil war and to de- 
Stroy the union.’”’ 

“George M. Troup: May every hair on his 
head be a standing army, and every sol- 
dier be armed with a thundering cannon to 
drive his enemies to hell.’’ 

Old-Time Campaign Lies. 

Toward the close of the campaign, when 
both candidates had appeared in every 
county, and had left a blaze of excitement 
in their wake, there began to appear the 
usual campaign canard, familiar even to 
this day and generation. It was said that 
Troup's father was a tory, and Troup’s 
friends answered that Clark’s father was 


no better. Troup was charged with being 
an alien and documentary evidence was 


produced to show that he had been born 
in Florida. Clark was charged with being 
a Yazoo man and a party to those famous 
frauds, and affidavits were reproduced to 
show that he had shot at an effigy of Gen- 
eral George Washington. It was said that 
Troup had ill-treated his wife and driven 
her to an early grave. It wag said that 
Clark had several wives. 

But all these charges and counter-charges 
were taken for what they were worth by 
the intelligent voters, and election day 
rolled around with the two candidates 
more dead than alive, and their supporters 
in a state of frenzy. The election was held. 
on October 3d ,and Troup was too ill at his 
official residence in Milledgeville to even 
receive the returns. Clark was also at the 
capital, and remained there from the 14th 
until the 18th of October, during which time 
breathless riders from al] parts of the state 
dashed in with the votes of one county 
after another. As the returns were re- 
ceived it became more and more apparent 
that a few ballots one way or the other 
would change the result, and the Milledge- 
ville newspapers of those days say that 
the town became a seething and boiling 
center of political excitement that they did 
not dare even to attempt to describe. 

Troup Wins the Fight. 

It was on October 18th that the last batch 
of returns came in and these showed that 
Out of a total of 40,407 votes Troup had 
been elected over Clark by a majority of 
683. It is not necessary to take up space 
here to show the returns by counties, but 
it may be mentioned that five counties in 
which Troup had resided all were carried 
by him by the following vote:

/ General Clark had formerly lived in 
Wilkes but the vote here gave Troup 669 
and Clark, only 644. In Balwin, where the 
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Clark faction ever waver for a moment in 


his loyalty to the defeated candidate. For 


years and years after the conclusion of the 
memorable conflict the voters of Georgia 
were divided as between Troup and Clark, 
and when both of these dist inguished men 
had gone the way of all flesh, the state was 
still embittered with a conflict that never 
disappeared until every voter on both sides 
had foflowed their leaders across the dark 
river. There are thousands of old men in 
Georgia today who remember very well 
that they cast their first vote under the 
direction of their father either for the Troup 
or the Clark candidates for office. 

The death of General Clark in the Flor- 
fda wilderness did not fail to awaken in his 
native state the interest and sympathy it 
deserved and the official records at Mil- 
ledgeville show that “a large number of 
citizens from every Part of the state as- 
sembled here on the evening of October 
16th to express their feelings at the death 
of their late estimable fellow citizen, Gen- 
eral John Clark, formerly chief magistrate 
of this state, when Jacob Wood, esquire, 
was appointed chairman, and Joseph Stur- 
ges, Esq., was appointed secretary of the 
meeting.” 

The following preamble and resolutions 
were submitted by John A, Cuthbert, Esq., 
and were unanimously adopted: 

The Last Kind Word. 

‘This essembly of citizens of Georgia, 

convened on the affiictive intelligence of the 

of our late distingu fellow cit- 
izen, and of his respected consort, with. 
strong emotions of grief, feel it to be a 
melancholy, but a grateful duty, to render 
honor to departed worth. In the death of 
General John Clark, his country has sus- 
tained a severe vement, and his 
friends have suffered an irreparable loss; 
but his memory will long live in the hearts 
of his countrymen, and his example wiil 
light them to the paths of honor and pa- 
triotism. 

“In the green days of his unripened boy- 
hood, we honor that ardent courage which 

rompted him to encounter the dangers of 
battle, and that unshaken constancy which 
sustained him in enduring the hardships 
and privations of the camp. At the early 
age of fourteen he was a soldier of the 
revolution. In his mature years, we admire 
that integrity of heart, that warmth of af- 
fection, and fixedness of purpose, which 
marked him as an upright man, a distin- 
guished patriot, a generous and constant 
friend, a pure, energetic and consistent 
statesman. We revere that unalterable res- 
olution and inflexible virtue, which never 
yielded to an enemy, which never forsook 
2 friend, wich never swerved from duty to 
his country. 

“Be it therefore resolved, That, in honor 
his memory, and in token of grief at his 
decease, and that of his respécted, amiable 
and pious consort, his partner in life and 
in death, we will, and his friends through- 
out the state are requested to wear crepe 
on the left arm for thirty days. 

“Be it further resolved, That the pro- 
ceedings of this meeting be published in 
the @azettes of the state, and that a copy 
be sent to the surviving kindred of the 
deceased.”’ 


No further evidence than this is needed 
to show the warm place which General 
Clark held in the affections of the people 
and the discovery of his desolate grave 
will recall to many minds only the 
fiercest political warfare which has ever 
stirred the blood of Georgians, but the ne- 
cessity of giving substantial evidence. of 
their present avpreciation of the needs of 
the hour. It is doubtful if any other sug- 
gestion than this is necessary to arouse the 
interest of patriotic citizens sufficiently to 
contribute to the restoration of the monu- 
ment which marks the last resting place of 
the brave old genera! and his faithful wife.

His talk was 
based on the fifth chapter of second Kings, 
first to nineteenth verses, where Naaman 
is told by a little maid to go to Elisha, 
who would cure him of his leprosy, but 
upon being told what to do to be cured, he 
refused to accept the conditions presented 
to him. 

“First,” said Mr. Gales, “I want to call 
your attention to the high places held by 
this man. Matthew Henry Says: ‘The 
meanest beggar in the land would not have 
traded skins with him.’ There are today 


men and women in high life, cultured and. 


proud, with whom some poor child of God 
would not change places for the world.” 

In tracing the analogy between Naaman’s 
condition and the sinner, one must look, 
the evangelist said, in the light of the gos- 
pel, for, as some ancient writings must be 
put under strong light to bring them out, 
so Old Testament teaching is fairly illu- 
mined by the light of the gospel. Leprosy, 
he said, was a type of sin. Jt is loathsome, 
separating and infectious; so is sin; how 
loathsome it makes the heart and often 
the outer life; it fills the jails and prisons 
and separates one from God. Naaman 
set out to seeK a cure; he expected to pay 
for it; so it is with many persons today; 
because they are not cured of their gin ac- 
cording to a preconceived idea, they do not 
think that Christ has appeared to them. It 
is like the rich woman who did not want 
to be converted in the same way that her 
coachman was. 

“We note again,” said Mr Gales, “that 
Naaman was not healed until he laid down 
his prejudice and self will. Mark the 
change, cure complete, gratitude awakened 
and he confessed to the God of Israel.’ 


Rey. Mr. Tharp delivered his famous 
lecture, “One Night in Babylon,” at the 
Tubman ‘auditorium in Augusta last week.

Babylon, covering 225 
Surrounded by 
bitumen, sixty 


square miles, was 
walls builded of brick and 
feét thick, 300 feet high— 
that is, as Mr. Tharp observed, 100 feet 
higher than the spire of the First Chris- 
tian church. At regular intervals in the 
walls brazen gates, 125 feet wide ana twen- 
ty-five in number; were placed. From these 
wide avenues dividing the city into 276 
Squares, each of which had a perimeter of 
two and one-quarter miles. 

Or its buildings the temple of Balus ri- 
valed in magnificent splendor the famous 
temple to Diana in Ephesus. Modern dis- 
coveries have revealed the foundations of 
another temple, to construct which 30,000,000 
of brick must have been required. 

Mr. Tharp also gave a beautiful descrip- 
tion of the hanging gardens built for the 
pleasure of the queens and which were one 
of the seven wonders of the ancient world, 
the others being the pyramid of Cheops, 
Colossus of Rhodes, Pharos of Alexandria, 
Mausoleum of Artemisia and statue of Ju- 
piter Olympus.

Is 
ie islation to blame? Why,.Lord bless you, 
this ery restraining legislation for shorter 
hours and age Hmit and all other human 
restrictions is claimed to be thesephilan- 
thropic promptings of these very manufac- 
turers. Is it cheap southern labor? Scarce- 
ly. The pay rolls of our southern mills 
wl not justify this excuse. The fact is 
that nature ordained that raw material 
should be manufactured where it is pro- 
duced. We grow cotton in Dixie and every 
year we are making more and more of it 
into merchantable goods. Now, for hu- 
manity’s sake it is suggested that we have 
a national labor law and that our southern 
system of labor be investigated 
formed. Nonsense! These New England 
people know they are holding up frazzied 
scarecrows to prevent strikes and 6av@ 
dividends. The weekly time limit does not 
app_y to every New Enmgiand state; Rhode 
Isand and New Hampshire are exempt and 
perhaps others; yet t®ey are suffering 
equally with the others. Now, why net be 
honest? New England knows as well as we 
do that the cause of her cotton mill de- 
bility is not legislation, or cheap labor, or 
strikes. or anything save that her mif's are 
iiot properly located. In ante-bellum days 
when the south was strictly ugriecullurgl. 
New England could profitably manipulate 
our products. Not so new and never will 
be again. New England in early days had 
aimost a monopoly in manufacturing iron. 
She imported the ore and made the metal. 
Fhe don’t do it now. Juke causes will take 
ne cotton mill from her. We appremate 
Now England’s thrift and energy and en- 
terprise. We commend her financial acu- 
men in sending miMiens to southern mills, 
but We cannot indorse her variegated and 
fallacious excuses for a condition that is 
not the result of any artificial condition, 
but in reality a violation of nature’s law. 
We grow cotton in the s»uth and the good 
Lord intended it to be made here. 


Noiseless Cork Pavements. 
Frcem Industrial World. 

A new cork pavement :is favorably re- 
g@arced by the municipa! authorities In 
several cities. It is nolseless and soft to the 
tread, but at the same time durable. It is 
a variety of asphalt peving, in which cork 
is substituted for the sand of the ordinary 
kind, preventing slipperiness, and deaden- 
ing to an even greater degree the vibra- 
tions from passing vehicles. Snow does not 
freeze ‘jo it, and asit is non-absorbent its 
quelites seem much superior to those of 
wood pavements. It is said to ‘‘stand”’ on 
heavy grades upon which the ordinary as- 
phalt pavement cannot be used at all, and 
still afford a perfectly safe footing. For 
scloo!ls and hospitals it would seem to 
be the ideal pavement, especially for court- 
yards, playgrounds and streets areund the 
building. For these purpeses ‘tthe noiseless- 
ness and cleanliness of the new pavement 
give it a marked advantage. 


Miniature Electric Motor. 

An odd piece of jewelry has heen made 
by a Texas jeweler and electrician. It is a 
scarfpin in the form of a tiny electric 
motor, which, though weighing only one 
pennyweight: and three grains, is complete 
in every particular, and can'‘be operated 
when supplied with a current. Gold takes 
the place of copper throughout, and not- 
withstanding the minute size of this Uttle 
motor, it runs at a lively rate and creates 
quite a hum when supplied with current 
from a small sflver-chloride battery carried 
in the vest pocket. 


Telescriptor. 


“Telescriptor’” {s the namo given to a 
rew invention of R. S. Sample, of Hunting- 
ton, W. Va. It is an electric writing ma- 
chine and has all the apvearance of an 
ooinary typewriter. The TWuntington Her- 
ad says of it: “The eiectric writing ma- 
chine can be connected without special 
wires to telephone or telegraph lines, only 
requiring 2a like machine at the other end. 
By using the telephone attachment of the 
machine you call up central for them to 
eonnect you to any desired point where 
there is a like machine. as you wish to 
communicate with him. No. 1 inserts paper 
also and begins to write the message. The 
message is written in a familiar, clear. 
typewriter hand. No. 2 receives his letter 
and No. 1 retains the copy. In this way 
the message can be sent ove: the wires 
without being read and should make it 
very convenient for newspaper correspond- 
ents and others who have numbers of mes- 
fFages to communicate.” 


Pictures That Talk. 
From The Literary Digest. 

The latest Parisian scientific toy is a 
picture book in which the animals make 
their characiceristic sounds. It is known as 
the ‘“‘jivre d'images parlantes”’ (book of 
speaking pictures).. We translate below 2 
description of the toy ‘that is eontributed 
to La Nature (Paris, December 25th), by 
M. Leroy: 

“The pictures represent the most famil- 
far dorrestic animals, and each animal 
speaks its own language. To cause it to 
break silence, it suffices to pull a little 
Here are 
a rooster, a cow, a lamb, little birds in 
their nest. a donkey, a cuckoo, a goat. On 
the last page are children who are welcom- 
ing their parents. If we pull at each page 
the string spoken of above, we shall hear 
the characteristic cry of each creature. 

The rooster crows, apd his ery is very 
well imitated, The donkey hee-haws, the 

lamb bleats, the little birds twitter, the 
.~ cow moos, the cuckoo sings, and the little 

children call out ‘papa’ and ‘mamma.’ 
‘These various results are obtained very 
simply with the aid of small bellows plac- 
ed in a box hidden in the book. When the 
giring is pulled the air enters the corre- 
sponding bellows and is then expelled by a 
string that tends to Yeturn the bellows to 
fts original position. The air makes its 
exit through a special tube appropriate for 
each cry, and at the same time the bel- 
lows meets with certain obstacles placed

Passengers and Freight. 

' According to The Railway Age the rati- 
roads of the United Staté@ carried 13.000,009,- 
000 passengers one mile and %,000,000,000 
tons of freigat one mile in 1897. Of the 
total earnings of the railways about 70 
per cent came from freight service and 3) 
per cent from paésengers. The expenses, 
wages, interest on borrowed money, etc. 
absorbed all but aheut $88,000,000 of tne 
gross earnings. This was the profit cf 
shareholders. Now a little calculation 
shows that the railroads had to carry a4 
passenger 300 - mies to earn $1 of profit, or 
say five miles to earn 1 cent. They had 
also to haul a ton of freight (beside loading 
and unloading it) 1,530 miles to make $1 
profit, or over fifteen miles to make 1 cent. 


To Test Purity of Water. 

A simple test for ascertaining whether 
there is any impurity in water is to take 
a glassful and add to it a few drops of 
sulphuric acid and a few drops of a dilute 
solution of potassium permangenate. — A 
perfect pink cv’or will be produced, but if 
the water contains decaying organic mat- 
ter, the pink color will at once become 
faint and finally disappear. Sometimes fer- 
rous sulphate, hyarogen sulphite or otner 
reducing agents are present in water and 
produce similar results. An expert can al- 
ways distinguish the difference, and sor 
this reason the experiments of a nov:ce 
camnot always be relied upon. But when 
water shows an excess of ghlorine, and 
bBieaches potassium permangenate, it 18 
certainly suspicious, and should be an- 


alyzed by an expert. 


Worthy of Imitation. 

“Since the beginning of the academical 
half-year.’ says the Berlin correspondent 
of “ ‘he Lancet, December 18th, “‘all students 
attending the chemical and physical lab- 
oratories of the University of Heidelberg 
have been insured against accidents hap- 
pening in the course of ‘the lectures, of 
the laboratory work and of scientific ex- 
cursions. The insurance premium is paid 
by the treasury, of the university, which 
has also made a new regulation in con- 
nection with the subject requiring the stu- 
dents to pay a small.sum in addtion§ to 
the class fees. This step is surely deserving 
of imitation by other universities, and 
such advantages ought not to be limited to 
laboratory work only, for medical students 
run much greater r’sks both in the dis- 
secting rooms and as dressers in the surgi- 
eal clinics and as clerks in the infection 
wards of the university hospitals. This fact 
should he considered by the other univer- 
sities in the event of their imitating the 
example of Heidelberg.’’ 


Science Utilizes All the (x. 

In an article on “The Wonders of the 
World’s Waste,” William George Jordon, 
in the October Ladies’ Home Journal, de- 
tails how science at the present day util- 
izes the ox. ‘‘Not many. years ago,” he 
Says, ‘‘when an 0x was slaughtered 40 per 
cent of the animal was wasted; at the 
present time nothing is lost but its dying 
breath.’ As but ,one-third of the weight 
of the animal consists of of products that 
can be eaten, the question of utilizing the 
waste is a serious one, The blood is used in 
refining sugar and in sizing paper or man- 
ufactured into doorknobs and buttons. The 
hide goes to the tanner: horns and hoofs 
are transformed into combs and _ buttons: 
thigh bones, worth $80 per ton, are cut 
into handles for clothesbrushes; fore leg 
bones sell for $30 per ton for collar buttons, 
parasol handles-and jewelry; the water in 
which bones are boiled is reduced glue: the 
dust from sawing the bones is roud for 
cattle and poultry; the smallest bones are 
made into boneblack. Each foot yields a 
quarter of a pint of neat’sfoot oil; the tail 
goes to the ‘soup"’; while the brush of hair 
at the end of the tail is sold to the mattress 
maker, The choicer parts of the fat make 
the basis of butterine: the intestines are 
used for sausage casings or bought by gold 
beaters. The indigested food in the 
stomach, which formerly cost the packers 
of Chicago thirty thousand dollars a year 
to remove and destrov is now made into 
paper. These are but a few of the products 
of abatoirs. All scraps unfit for any other 
use find welcome in the glue-pot, or the 
do m'ssionary work for the farmers by act- 
ing as fertilizers.”’

ARP CORRECTS M’GEE

Says Statements About Slave Trade in 
the South Are Net True. 


THAT THE LAW WAS OBEYED 


Good People Had Nothing to do With 
the Importation of Negroes From 
Wfrica—Other Corrections. 


Mr. Folsom. gave an interesting sketch 
of Mr. McGee, the old slave trader of the 
Wanderer, who, he says, celebrated his 
seventieth birthday recently in Columbus, 
Ga., where he lives. As one of the invited 
guests, he could hardly do less than to 
write pleasant things about the old man, 
and as a graphic writer of light literature, 
he felt constrained to make the old man 
a hero if possible. The pressure of the 
press for something new and startling is 
very great, and sometimes these bohemian 
galley slaves have to. ignore facts and deal 
in fancies. 

Mr. Folsom says that this old veteran 
has been an important factor in Georgia’s 
progress; that among other notable acts 
and deeds he took an active part in our 
war-with the Creek Indians and in re 
moving them to the Indian territory, and 
that he was a promoter in the building of 


: the old Monroe rallroad (now the Macon 


and Western). Well, now, this old man 
must have been a very lively youth and 
unusually precocious, for those Indians 
foughttheir last fight in 1835 and surren- 
dered and were at once sent to the terri- 
tory. Mr. MeGee was then just nine years 
old. The Monroe railroad from Macon to 


| Fosyth was built in 184%, when this young 


man Gas fifteen years Gd. Probably he 
toted “water for the boys or perhaps he 
forgot,-and it was his father who did 
these big ghings. But all this amounts to 
nothing. e important perversion of state 
history is his declaration that a large and 
influential portion of the good citizens of 
Georgia gave countenance to and encour- 
aged the venture of the ‘“‘Wanderer”’ in 
bringing slaves here from Africa. He can’t 
prove this by any respectable citizen now 
living. That slave trade was under the 
ban of all good people. Georgia was the 
first state that prohibited it. This was 
done in 1798, which was ten years before 
congress abolished it, and from then until 
the late war no respectable citizen ever 
thought of trying to evade the law. Geor- 
gia was and still is proud of her record on 
this subject, and would be prouder still if 
the ““Wanderer’ had never landed a cargy 
on our coast. Mr. McGee seems quite 
boastful of his success In reaping a harvest 
of blood money out of this horrible busi- 
ness. Seven hundred human creatures 
thrust in the hold of the vessel, packed in 
like hogs and dying by scores of heat, suf- 
focation, filth and homesickness on the 
long voyage and their carcasses thrown 
overboard to the fishes. All.this Mr. Mc- 
Gee tells—and that they made a second 
voyage with similar horrors and similar 
results, and how he pocketed $10,000 from 
each cargo. Conscience does not seem con- 
cerned as yet. John Newton, the compos- 
er of the sweetest hymn ever sang, was 
once a slave trader, but repented under 
John Wesley’s preaching and never ceased 
to repent, and expressed his gratitude when 
he wrote: 

“Amazing grace—How sweet the sound— 

That saved a wretch like me!” 

And when oki and infirm, his friends 
begged him to quit preaching and rest. He 
said, “No, no! Shall the old slave-trader 
stop preaching as long as he can walk or 
talk? Ne!’ Even in Savannah, where 
Charley Lamar lived, who was the leader 
and part owrer of the Wanderer, General 
Hienry R. Jackson, as United States attor- 
ney. pursued the captain and crew and 
owners with unrelenting diligence for two 
years, but the free use of this blood money 
in some way defeated his purposes. Ask 
him if this slave trade was ever favored 
or winked at by the good people of Georgia, 
So far from it, there were at that time 
and previous many good men who with 
Chief Justice Lumpkin at their head, were 
trying to formulate a scheme of gradual 
mancipation on Henry Clay’s plan. An- 
ther fact remains that all the ante-bellum 
citizens know to be true. The dealing in 
slaves as a trade or profersion in Georgia 
was under the ban of public opinion. They 
were not altogether socially Ostracised, but 
they lost their place, if they ever had any. 
“Who is that man that is strutting around 
town?” “Why, he is a nigger trader,” ana 
that answer settled his status. His society 
was not wanted by good people. No doubt 
some of them were clever men and honest, 
but the presumption was that they were 
hard-hearted and of an easy conscience. 
General Forrest was a negro trader. it ts 
said, and no doubt was respectable and 
reputable, but nobody ever accused him of 
having high moral sentiments or emotions. 
His war record is splendid and there was 
no discount on his ability or his patriotism. 

Now this transfer of negro vages form 


the jungies of Africa to a civilized country | 
was no doubt a blessing to them, but ‘tt | 


was against the laws of Georgia and the 
United States and the agreetrent of all the 
great powers across the seas, and the mode 
and methods of it were horrible. Mr. Me-

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Indians Like Canned Fruit. 


From The New York Sun. 

“About eight years ago | was in Kansas 
on business for a newspaper, said a Man 
who has traveled hither and thither in the 
west for twenty-fve years. “I received a 
message ordering me to Fort Reno in the 
Oklahoma country. The message informed 
me that there was a threatened uprising 
of the Cheyennes and Arapahoes in that 
country. 

“T had been in that country before and I 
remembered that I had never seen a lasier 
lot of Indians than the Oklahoma lot. But 
I had my orders and started. Fort Reno 
tg about seven miles from El Heno, a sta- 
tion on the Rock Isband road. I reached El 
Reno early in the evening and rode over 
to the fort as rapidiy as an Oklahoma 
horse could be driven. Colonel Wade, son 


of old Ben Wade, was commander ot the 
quarters in 


fort. He received me in his 

anything but a military makeup. When I 
explained my mission he laughed He talk- 
ed to me until late in the night and toid 
me that if the white people would attend 
to their business the Indian would take 
care of himself. He told me he wouid 
furnish me with a horse and a map and 


hat I might ride over every mile of the 
countre where he had jurisdiction and if I 
behaved myself he would guarantee more 
protection than I could get in any city ia 

try. 

Oe ae day I went over to Darlington, 
which is the Indlan agency; the storehouses 
and the schools are there. I had a letter 
to Captain Lee, who was in charge. He told 
me that there Was no danger of any upris- 
ing in that country unless the st of 
canned fruits gave out. In that cage he 
would not stay in the country. ' 

“I learned that the Indians had worked 
up an unsatified appetite for canned goods. 
They were content to forage their ‘chuck,’ 
which ie Indian for beef, if t could get 
canned stuff. Nearly every Indian on the 
reservation had credit at the Indian stores.
